r by year farmers are becoming 


mo and more convinced of the 
necessity for a rotation of crops in 
order to maintain the fertility of their 
far! It is not difficult to convince 
the wheat grower of the necessity for 
a rotation of crops. Nature takes him 
in hand and teaches him the lesson. 
He may imagine at first that the land 
agent is telling him the truth when 
he says that there is enough fertility 
in the soil for forty, fifty, or a hundred 
crops of wheat. But when he under- 


takes to get these crops from the soil 
he soon finds out his mistake, and con- 
cludes at once that the land agent 
has been lying to him. The land agent 
aforesaid has simply been telling him 
a half truth. His land is good land. 
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| of the soil until after it begins to 
tassel. Up to this time it has not 
done much. It has simply been get- 
ting ready to do, and meanwhile culti- 
vation and the season, both with re- 
gard to moisture and rainfall, has pro- 
moted the activity of germ life and 
the resulting preparation of plant 
food, which the corn with its wonder- 
ful root system is ready to use up 
and save from going to waste. 

On less fertile lands, such as the 
rolling lands of Iowa, the farmer 
learns his lesson sooner. Even on the 
western slope, where climatic condi- 
tions render it possible to grow great 
crops of corn, this year we find farm- 
who have only from twenty to 
thirty bushels per acre, whereas up-to- 
date farmers who have adopted a rota- 
tion have from fifty to sixty. 
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be laid down that will suit all condl- 
tions. This much can be said with 
safety, however, that somewhere in 
the rotation (and in the corn country 
preferably at the beginning of the 
rotation) there must be some legumi- 
nous crop. The crop of all crops with 
which to begin, so far as a rotation in 
the corn country is concerned, is 
clover, either red, mammoth, or alsike, 
and the crop that should follow it is 
either corn or potatoes. The manure 
for the entire rotation should in this 
case be applied to the clover, either 
at the beginning of the year or at its 
close, and just before it is plowed un- 
der for the corn crop that is to follow. 
We prefer it at the beginning or in 
the spring, because it will greatly in- 
creage the amount of the crop and pro- 
portionately increase the amount of 





one crop is enough. 

What crops should then follow de- 
pends on locality. In the sections 
where it is known to do well, the best 
of all crops to follow is winter wheat, 
for the reason that it can be grown 
at the minimum of expense on land 
from which a corn crop has been re- 
moved by the harvester. It is neces- 
sary in this case, however, to grow 
a variety of corn that can be cleared 
off either for the silo or put in shock 
not later than the 25th of September, 
and preferably the 20th. Winter 
wheat can be drilled in on this corn 
stubble with a disk drill, and in this 
way the cost of plowing and preparing 
the seed bed, as is necessary in the 
case of oats stubble, can be saved. 
This corn stubble should not be 
plowed. The man who plows his corn

A man could afford to pay 
dollars for a years’ sub- 
scription to. any agricultural paper 
that will convince him of’ the neces- 
sity for adopting a rotation, putting 
in the “rousements” that will persuade 
him to do what he is convinced he 
ought to do. It is one thing to con- 
vince a man and another to get him 
to act upon his convictions. An old 
darkey preacher in describing his 
methods said: “First I reads the text. 
Second, I ’splains it. Third, I applies 
it. Fourth, I puts in the ‘rouse- 
ments.’ ” Putting in the “rouse- 
ments” is the most important and also 
the most difficult problem that faces 
the editor of an agricultural paper. 
Any paper is cheap, no matter what 
it costs, the reading of which will re-

the root crop, all of which will be 
avoilable for the corn crop the next 
year. This method of applying ma- 
nure to clover in the spring is one 
of the few ways in which you can 
keep your cake and eat it too. In 
other words, you can grow fertility, 
distributing it as it can be distributed 
in no other way, not even with a 
manure spreader. 

The crop to follow should be corn 
or potatoes. In the case of ninety- 
nine farmers out of a hundred it 
shuuld be corn. But where the soil 
is particularly adapted to potatoes, 
and first-class markets are near at 
hand, if improved machinery is avail- 
able by the use of which they can be 
grown at the maximum of profit, pota- 
toes should take the place of corn. 
Why corn or potatoes? Because they 
are gross feeders, for which the soil 
cannot readily be too rich or have too 
much available fertility. On the bet- 





ter lands two crops of corn can be 
taken with safty. On lands that are 
in the process of building up, however, | 





stubble for winter wheat makes a seri- 
ous mistake. , 

On lands that are too sandy for 
winter wheat rye may be grown. Rye, 
however, is by no means so profitable 
a crop as winter wheat, neither yield- 
ing as much nor commanding as high 
a price in the market. It is a mean 
thing to grow about the place any- 
how. 

Where neither winter wheat nor rye 
can follow, then some spring grain 
must be chosen, which, again, can be 
put in without plowing the land. It 
is almost as much of a mistake to 
plow corn stubble for spring wheat, 
oats, or barley as it is to plow it for 
winter wheat. In fact, if the sod has 
been properly plowed and the corn 
has received the preparation in the 
way of a seed bed and after cultiva- 
tion that it should receive, there is 
a first-class seed bed prepared for any 
small grain crop that may follow 
either in the fall or in the spring. The

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THE A, B, C OF ROAD MAKING. 


In sections of the United States 
where there is less than twenty-five 
inches of rainfall there is no road 
problem worthy of very serious con- 
sideration. Road making in those sec- 
tions means reducing the grades, con- 
structing bridges over streams, and 
drainage where roads cross sloughs 
which carry an abnormal supply of 
water for that section. In heavy clay 
soils such as southern Iowa and north- 
ern Missouri, and in deep, rich, heavy 
soils such as central and northern 
Iowa and central] Illinois and Indiana, 
where the rainfall varies from thirty 
to forty inches, and over, there will 
always be, until the road problem is 
solved in a practical way, mud and 
misery at certain seasons of the year; 
and, fortunately, under these condi- 
tions mud and misery mean also 
money. In short, deep, rich _ soils, 
whether prairie or alluvial, with a rain- 
fall of twenty-five inches, always bring 
to their possessors a very serious road 
problem. 

The common cause of bad roads in 
the prairie country with a normal rain- 
fall is water uncontrolled. Hence the 
first consideration is drainage, either 
side drainage or under drainage, as 
circumstances may require. When 
nature withholds rainfall, as in 
periods of prolonged drouth, we have 
no bad roads. The road perpetually 
roofed would be always good, barring 
perhaps dust. Hence no matter what 
kind of road you propose to make in 
humid fertile sections, the first con- 
sideration is drainage. Ordinarily side 
drainage is sufficient, the depth of the 
drains on the sides being determined 
by the fall availabie and by the 
amount of water that naturally flows 
in from the rolling lands adjoining. 

In Iowa and Missouri and some 
parts of Illinois the water that gives 
the most trouble is that which seeps 
out on the hillsides. This seepage 
is caused by the existence of a bed 
of clay through which the water can- 
not readily pass and hence must push 
out laterally; and if this occurs in the 
road we have a road problem. The 
remedy for this is tile drains laid far 
enough above the seepy places. to 
carry off the water that seeps in and 
turn it into the ditch. Fortunately, 
the dirt removed from the side ditch, 
if properly handled, elevates the road 
bed. There are cases where tile under 
the road bed may be practical, but 
they are rare. When they are used 
it is not for the purpose of draining 
the surface of the road, but to remove 
the water under the road bed to the 
depth of three or four feet in order 
to prevent the movement of water up- 
wards by capillary action, and the 
breaking up of the road in time of 
frost. 

Proper drainage and grading are 
absolutely essential, no matter what 


kind of surface covering is to be 
used. 


There are sections in Illinois 





and Iowa where surface covering is 
so cheap and so well adapted to the 
purpose that hard roads are practica- 
ble. They are not practicable in large 
sections of Illinois, Indiana, Missouri, 
and Iowa, for the reason that neither 
gravel nor rock are available. But 
no matter how available or how cheap 
this surfacing material may be, it is 
absolutely useless to undertake to 
apply it until the water has been 
taken care of and the road graded up. 


Farmers in these sections are there- 
fore compelled to make the very best 
use they can of the common clay or 
dirt of the roadside. We say “clay 
or dirt,” not “soil,” because soil— 
agricultural soil, soil in which you can 
grow great crops of corn—is not only 
of no use but an absolute damage to 
any road bed ever made. Fortunately, 
most of the roads in the territory men- 
tioned. have been laid out and traveled 
for thirty, forty, fifty, and sixty years. 
This travel has exhausted the humus 
and left a road bed of the clay peculiar 
to the country. The heavier the clay 
and the less the amount of vegetable 
matter the more easy it is to make 
a good road bed by the method which 
we will hereafter describe. 


The best method yet devised for 
keeping roads of this character in 
good condition, better condition than 
farmers ever dreamed of, is the road 
drag. By the drag we do not mean 
a harrow, but what has come to be 
known as the road drag,’ which can 
be made very easily and in various 
ways. The best form of which we 
have any knowledge is made from 
white cedar or tamarack fence posts 
eight inches thick and about seven 
feet long. Where this is not available, 
any kind of soft wood will answer— 
box elder or cottonwood, or, where 
this is not available, ordinary two- 
inch pine planks or any other light 
wood. 

Where a post or telephone pole or 
log is used, it should be split in 
two, so as to make two halves the 
length of the post. These should be 
placed on edge thirty inches apart, 
held together with iron rods or pinned 
together securely with some hard 
wood. Five feet of the front piece, 
at the right-hand side looking toward 
the team, should be faced with a 
piece of iron or steel, which should 
not project more than one-eighth or 
one-quarter inch at most below the 
edge. Attach a log chain, and hitch 
a team of heavy, slow-moving horses 
to this in such a way as to give the 
drag an angle of forty-five degrees, 
put on a couple of boards on the cross 
pieces, and get on yourself. You are 
then ready for business. 

Begin in front of your own house. 
Go to your neighbor’s gate in the 
direction of town. Do this when the 
roads are muddy. Pass along one rut 
on going one way, and come back 
along the other. Then do it again, 
and quit for that day. What have you 
done? You have filled up the ruts, 
smoothed down the rough places, al- 
lowed the water to run off into the 
ditch, in which, as stated above, there 
must be sufficient fall to carry it off. 
You have allowed the sun to shine 
on this smooth road and the winds 
to blow over it, with the result that 
it will dry off twenty-four hours be- 
fore a piece of similar road not 


treated. Teams passing over it will 
compact it, roughing it up some of 
course. Wait till the next rain, and 


when the road begins to dry, go over 
it again; and so on after every rain 
during the summer season, and espe- 
cially during the fall and during the 
spring when the surface of the road 
has been frozen and thaws off to a 
depth of half an inch. This is all 
there is to the road drag. 

No man will believe how effective 
it is until he tries it, nor will he fully 
appreciate its efficiency until he tries 
it year after year. There are some 
things, however, which it will not do. 
It will not make a good road where 
there is not sufficient drainage. It 
will not make a good road out of 
sand, for the reason that sand does 
not make stiff mud; neither will it 
make a good road where the soil is 
peaty and does not have clay enough 
to pack it together. It will not work 
among stones or stumps, nor will it 
work effectively where the roads are 
covered with grass. It will, however, 
prevent grass from growing in the 
road bed. 

We speak in this not from theory, 
but from a good deal of observation 
and experience. A little over a year 
ago we became thoroughly convinced 
of the efficiency of this drag, which, 
by the way, is not a thing newly dis- 
covered. It was used in certain coun- 


' ties in New York state in 1837. It 


was tried in northwestern Iowa twenty 
years ago, but failed because the roads 
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had not been graded up nor the grass 


' removed. We persuaded the North- 


western Railroad Company in Iowa, 
which has lines through the very 
muddiest portions of the state, to start 
a special train, visit some fifteen coun- 
ties, make a drag on the spot, and 
give a demonstration of its efficiency. 
So thoroughly converted were its 
superintendents and other officials, as 
well as the supervisors of the various 
counties, that there are now thou- 
sands of farmers using this drag. 
Wherever it has been used according 
to directions the result has been bet- 
ter roads than the most enthusiastic 
farmers ever dreamed to be within 
human possibility. 

The philosophy of it is exceedingly 
simple, and in harmony with the 
theories of all good road builders, no 
matter what the material used. All 
road engineers agree that the first 
thing is drainage, the second grading. 
They further agree that the road bed 
should have the minimum of vege- 
table matter, and be in its character 
as different as possible from the culti- 
vated field. The cultivated field re- 
quires humus in large quantities in 
order to keep the soil in the best pos- 
sible physical condition for growing 
crops. The highway requires the 
minimum of humus material in order 
that it may be in the best possible 
physical condition for travel. All good 
road builders agree that the material 
placed upon the road should be as 
uniform as possible in character, and, 
furthermore, that it should be put on 
in layers and a little at a time. 

On a road traveled for thirty or 
forty years the humus is practically 
exhausted. You could not grow corn 
on it if you tried to do so. The drag 
will fill up ruts and smooth it so as 
to let the water run off, the sun to 
shine on it, and the winds to blow 
over it, and carries a small amount of 
dirt thoroughly mixed together and 
puddled into the middle of the road, 
thus maintaining and increasing the 
grade. If this is kept up from year 
to year the covering of puddled dirt 
will become so thick that the winter 
rains and snows will penetrate it but 
two or three inches, and hence there 
will be no frost to come out, no 
“breaking up” of the road in the 
spring. There will be no cold storage 
of water under the road bed, and 
hence there can be no upheaval of 
the roads, for this upheaval, or what 
is called the “going out of the frost,” 
is simply the result of cold storage 
of water during the winter season. 

We have gone to some trouble to 
ascertain the cost of maintaining 
by the use of the road drag roads that 
have been previously drained, graded, 
and traveled. The annual cost of 
making the road better than any road 
we have, except asphalt, during eight 
or nine months of the year is from 
three to five dollars per mile, provided 
the dragging is done by farmers along 
their own farms, allowing them from 
thirty to fifty cents per hour for the 
time actually engaged. This is a 
mere fraction of the cost of gravel 
or macadam road, and is even less 
than the cost of maintaining these 
roads after you have secured them. 
The cost, as shown by government 
investigations, of maintaining the 
macadam roads in the eastern states 
is from ten dollars a-mile upwards. 
The cost of maintaining Irish roads 
is from thirty to one hundred and five 
dollars per mile. This was a great 
surprise, but the data furnished is 
from the contracts actually made by 
the county authorities for the main- 
taining of these roads on a five-year 
contract. The more a country is sub- 
ject to prolonged drouths the greater 
is the difficulty of maintaining macad- 
amized roads, for the reason that long 
continued dry weather during the sum- 
mer season shrinks the binding from 
the rock, the wind blows out the finer 
portions, and the result is what is 
called by our government engineers 
a “ravelled” road, that is, a road 
covered with loose stones, which*must 
be removed before it can be made fit 
for travel. Therefore, except perhaps 
in the vicinity of large cities, where 
there is a very heavy hauling and 
where it is possible to keep the 
macadamized roads sprinkled, the dirt 
road made as above described is not 
only the cheapest road possible but 
the best. 

There are many things about the 
use of the drag which cannot be 
taught by tongue or pen; they must 
be learned by practical experience. 
In this, however, it does not differ 
from anything else worth having. 
Even the precepts of religion are en- 
tirely useless to any man unless he 
puts them into practice. The same 
may be said of an agricultural educa- 
tion. The same may also be said of 
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the art of farming or any oth 
fession known among men. No map 
can possibly realize the beneiits o 
this method until he actually makes 
his drag and then uses it, and uses 
it from year to year. Wherever this 
method is adopted provision sho.\!d be 
made by law that the farmer who dogs 
the work on the roads shall r: ceiye 
compensation. 





CUT WORMS ON CLOVER Sop 

An Iowa correspondent writ us 
that he had a field in corn in 190: anq 
seeded it to clover with the last plow. 
ing. It made a rank growth the see. 
ond year but was not cut for hay op 
account of the cornstalks remaining 


and was plowed last November just 
before freezing weather. Our corre 
spondent asks whether there is any 


danger to be anticipated from cut 
worms on that field. 

We would not anticipate any danger 
whatever. In twenty-five years ex. 


perience we have had very little 
trouble with cut worms on clover sod 
Cut worms are to be feared on the 
timothy and blue grass sod of long 


standing. This gives the moth ap 
opportunity to lay its eggs and to in. 
crease and multiply from year to year 


If our correspondent will disk the land 
three or four times between the time 
the ground thaws out and planting 
corn he will remove whatever danger 
there may be from cut worms and at 
the same time provide conditions for 
a large corn crop in a _ favorable 
season.

same may be said of potatoes, the 
only danger being that small grain of 
any kind following potatoes is liable 
for some reason to grow too rank 

The stubble, whether wheat, rye 
oats, or barley, should then be seeded 
down to clover, or clover and timothy 
Timothy usually does best when seeid- 
ed in the fall. This, however, in 
volves the necessity of sowing the 
clover without harrowing. Therefore 
in our own practice we withhold the 
timothy and seed it with the clover 
in the spring, and harrow it in on 
the winter wheat or rye, or cover it 
with the spring wheat. This covering 
is especially necessary in sections 
that have less than a thirty-inch rain- 
fall. 

We would then have a three-crop 
rotation—clover, corn, and winter or 
spring grain of some kind. On the 
smal] farm in the corn and grass sec- 
tion this is about as good a rotation 
we think, as can be advised; but for 
the larger farm it is advisable to add 
a fourth, fifth, sixth, or even seventh 
year, according to circumstances 
Where a four-year rotation is adopted 
it will be ‘clover first, then corn, then 
a winter or spring grain, and the 
clover sowed on the spring grain al 
lowed to stand two years, first as 4 
meadow, mainly clover, and second, 
as a meadow, mainly timothy. After 
that it can be used as pasture as long 
as desirable. 

Let us now see what the benefit of 
this rotation is. First, it distributes 
the labor of the farmer by a variety 
of crops, only two of which can be 
said to be competing crops, namely 
the clover and the corn, which are 
likely to,demand the farmer’s atten 
tion at the same time, the last week 
in July. The harvesting of any of the 
small grains comes after the corn 5 
laid by. Second, it is economical 0 
labor. In this rotation, whether it be 
three or four years, where one crop 
of corn is used, there is but one plow 
ing of the ground, and but two where 
two crops of corn follow, thus length 
ening the rotation one year. If the 
farmer plows his corn land but once 
in three or four years he can afford ! 
do it thoroughly, turning every inc! 
of it completely. If he is making bu 
two seed beds in three or four years 
he can afford to do it right. Third 
this rotation puts the rankness of thé 
manure or other vegetable matter 
where it can be used to the greates! 
advantage, namely, in a crop of com 
or potatoes. After the rankness ba 
been used by one or two crops of 
corn or potatoes, as the case may P 
it is in better condition for the grow 
ing of grain than it would be if the 
grain were put in immediately after 
the clover. The covering of ™ 
spring grain renders it easy to gi 
the clover sufficient covering and th 
insures a stand.

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HORSE COMPANIES. 


Some fifteen or twenty years ago 
id 1 farmers were exceedingly 
anxious to engage in growing horses 

on the market, we urged them 


+o form companies for the purpose of 
ring suitable sires. We have been 

ionbt many times whether we did 
the farmers more good than harm in 
making this suggestion. Where our 
iegestions were followed to the let- 
ter great good resulted. Where they 
not, probably as much harm re- 
i as good. Then, as now, the 
first-class sires cost a large amount 
of money and were perhaps more diffi- 
cult to obtain. Usually the price was 
pevond what an average farmer felt 
‘ustified in investing. Usually they 
were sold on time and the buyer was 
yery anxious to meet payments and 
hence used the horse injudiciously in 
order to make as much money out of 
him as possible in a single year. Our 
suggestion then was, and now is, that 
where a number of farmers in a 
neighborhood, who have a good class 
of mares, can agree on a breed, that 
they organize a company and send 
a committee of the best judges to the 
different firms advertising, and buy 
the best horse they can with the 
means at their command; make pro- 
visions for keeping him during the 
year, and limit the service, charging 
the members of the company fees 
amply sufficient to pay for the keep 
and to meet payments as they mature. 

So far as we know companies of 
the kind above mentioned have done 
reasonably well. Where, however, 
farmers have waited until some agent 
comes into the neighborhood with a 
horse, organizes a company, and sells 
it, there is liable to be a great deal 
of dissatisfaction, and for very good 
reasons. In all of such cases, com- 
panies thus organized must expect to 
pay from 25 to 50 per cent more for 
a horse than if they organize them- 
selves and make their own selection, 
and besides they very often get an 
inferior horse, one better adapted for 
show than service. Perhaps a better 
way of meeting conditions at present 
is for some farmer who is well-to-do 
to buy the horse himself, having first 
made arrangements with a number of 
his neighbors for a certain amount of 
service, which should be put at a good 
round figure in order to exclude an in- 
ferior quality of mares. He should 
then work this horse nine months in 
the year at the ordinary farm work. 
This is probably not advisable during 
the breeding season, but if we expect 
our draft colts to have the pulling in- 
stinct, as we expect our trotters to 
have the trotter’s instinct, then that 
pulling instinct must be strengthened 
and perpetuated by actual pulling. 
There is no reason why a draft stallion 
should be kept in idleness the year 
around and unfitted for service by 
fitting him for show. We do not grow 
the draft horse for fat but for bone 
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and muscle, for actual efficiency in 
draft work. We should follow exactly 
the same methods which the owners 


of trotting stallions have followed for 
years, and with great success—put 
them to work to which they are adapt- 
ed the entire year, except during the 
season. We do not believe that we 
shall ever have a type of horses which 
the country is able to produce, and 
must produce if farmers are to get 
the money they deserve from the busi- 
ness, except by adopting a method of 
that kind. 

Another matter: We must get over 
the idea that a horse is specially valu- 
able because he has been imported. 
Importers bring in draft horses for 
Sale and bring in a kind that will give 
them the profits. When the business 
is on the boom a large amount of 
very inferior stuff is imported. It 
sells for twice as much as the Ameri- 
can-bred horse and in many cases :s 
decidedly inferior. The very best im- 
porters bring choice horses, and 
America is entitled to the best, but 
the fact that a high price is asked is 
not always an indication that a horse 
has great value. That must be de- 
termined on other grounds than the 
mere fact of importation. It is time 
that we get over tne notion that “im- 
ported” is synonymous with “superior 
value.” Sometimes it is, sometimes 
it is not. 

The horse department is one of the 
— profitable on the farm and we 
velleve it will continue to be so, not- 
. standing the automobile. It may 
have its ups and downs—no doubt will 
__ 48 every other department. If a man 
Will secure good sires, use the very 
best brood mares, take the best care 
of his colts, feeding them a balanced 
ration and giving them plenty of sun- 






light and exercise, they will make him 
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good money. He must not, however, 
go horse crazy. He must not expect 
to keep a good mare a year for the 
chance of a colt—not even if she is 
entitled to registry. The business of 
draft horses is to work, and the farmer 
can Keep as many good mares, grade 


| or registered, as will do the work of 





the farm, and, properly mating them 
and rearing their progeny, and in this 
way can make as much money as he 


can in any other department of the 
farm. 
BUY LAND—GO SLOW. 
A subscriber writes us that he 


thinks he discovers a contradiction in 
two recent articles, in one of which we 
call attention to the rise in the value 
of land and state that good corn land 
would advance as long as population 
advances, which is from about 1% to 


2 per cent per annum, and state that 
if the farmer can make expenses and 
4 per cent on his money he will leave 
behind him a good estate simply be- 
cause of this increase in the price of 
land. He states that in a subsequent 
article we caution farmers to go slow, 
and wishes to know how to reconcile 
these two different articles, which ap- 
peared in an interval of a week. 

We fail to see any inconsistency in 
the articles. When we say that good 
corn land is likely to advance as rap- 
idly as population advances we mean 
that this is in long periods, say ten 
or twenty years. We do not say that 
land at present prices will advance. 
The history of the past more than 
verifies the correctness of our state- 
ment; but whether land will advance 
as fast in the next few years depends 
largely on circumstances over which 
the farmer has no control whatever, 
as, for example, the stability and 
permanence of our present prosperity, 
and partly on seasons. It is also de- 
termined largely, however, by the skill 
with which he cultivates the land, and 
to some extent not merely on his own 
skill but on the skill of the farmers 
of his community, county, or state. 
Land never advances rapidly in a com- 
munity, county, or states where the 
farmers don’t read, don’t think, don't 
study. On the other hand, land never 
falls very low for any great length of 
time where farmers read the agricul- 
tural books and the best agricultural 
papers (not those that are given away, 
but those that are good enough to 
command a fair price), and where as 
a consequence modern improvements 
are adopted as they justify themselves 
by experience. 

We do not think it is a good thing 
now after such a long period of pros- 
perity for a man to go heavily in debt, 
especially in debt of which payment 
can be compelled whenever the credi- 
tor begins to get a little uneasy. We 
do not say that there is any great 
danger ahead, yet we are free to say 
that we don’t altogether like the symp- 
toms, and while we do not say Don’t 
do it at all, we do say, Go slow, and 
be sure that you see at least a few 
steps ahead. The reasons why we say 
this were fully set forth in the article 
to which our correspondent refers. 





SAMPLES OF FEED STUFFS 
WANTED. 


Although practically every eastern 
state has long since recognized the 
necessity of protecting buyers of feed 
stuffs by enacting laws providing for 
their inspection, very few western 
states have as yet realized the neces- 
sity for this kind of work. As a re- 
sult Iowa and many other western 
states have been made the dumping 
ground for feed stuffs of different 
kinds of quality so inferior that they 
cannot be sold in those states where 
inspection is carried on. 

The farmers and feeders of Iowa are 
paying comparatively high prices for 
the by-products which they buy to feed 
their live stock, and have absolutely 
no assurance under present conditions 
that they are getting what they pay 
for. The need of a system of inspec- 
tion of these feed stuffs has long been 
recognized by those who have paid 
any attention to the matter, and it 
is hoped that this winter the Iowa 
legislature will pass a law which will 
provide for such inspection, probably 
under the direction of the Iowa Agri- 
cultural College. In order that the 
members of the legislature may be in- 
formed as to what is needed in this 
line the chemical section of the col- 
lege is now collecting samples of the 
different feed stuffs as they are actu- 
ally sold throughout the state.

to tell by looking at a feed its actual 
feeding value. some samples of bran, 
for example, are worth from a third 
to a half more for stock feed than 
other samples, but there is nothing in 
the appearance of the bran to tell the 
buyer which is the more valuable. 

Every feeder in the state is request- 
ed to help in this preliminary investi- 
gation, and also to help secure the 
enactment of a law which will protect 
his interests. To begin with, every 
feeder is requested to send to the 
chemical section samples of bran, 
shorts, middlings, low grade -flour, oil 
meal, cotton seed meal, gluten meal, 
gluten feed, tankage, alfalmo, or any- 
thing else which he is buying for feed. 

To insure accuracy, care should be 
used in taking the samples which are 
to be sent. If the feed is bought in 
sacks, it is best to empty three or 
four sacks on the floor, thoroughly 
mix, and then from this mixture take 
say a teacupful as the sample to be 
sent. This sample should be placed 
in a strong sack or paper box. Within 
the sack or box should be placed the 
name of the feed, the name ind ad- 
dress of the manufacturer when 
known, the name and address of the 
agent, retailer, or other party from 
whom it was purchased, the price paid 
per ton, and your own name and ad- 
dress. Single samples can be sent by 
mail. If a number of samples are to 
be sent, it is better to send them by 
express. These samples should be 
addressed to the Chemical Section, 
Iowa Agricultural College, Ames, 
Iowa. 

As above indicated, we regard this 
as a matter of vital importance to 
the farmers and feeders of the state. 
It is a matter which they cannot 
afford to neglect. The chemical sec- 
tion of the college is prepared to 
analyze all samples sent, no matter 
how many there may be, and our read- 
ers should be glad to co-operate in 
this important work. 





A LIEN ON THE COLT. 


An Iowa subscriber asks: 


“Does the law of Iowa allow a man 
to attach a colt and hold same for 
service fee?” 


It does not. For years an effort has 
been made by men who own stallions 
to secure the passage of a law of that 
kind. It has usually been laughed 
down, however, by dubbing it a law 
to give the owner of the stallion a 
The only way that 
owners of stallions can make them- 
selves safe is, first, by accepting only 
the patronage of men of integrity; 
and then requiring the owner of the 








mare to enter into a contract to pay 
the service fee if he sells the mare, 
or if he moves it out of the county. 
Some states, we believe, have such 
a law, and we think it is just. 





A CHANCE FOR DAIRY SHORT- 
HORNS. 


At the last meeting of the American 
Sbort-horn Breeders’ Association Mr. 
Renick introduced a resolution, which 
was adopted, to re-establish the ap- 
pendix which was a feature of the 
earlier volumes of the Short-horn herd 
book and in which, when properly cer- 
tified, dairy Short-horns could be re- 
corded. Under this resolution Short- 
horn breeders who have cows of pro- 
nounced dairy qualities, which give 
more than eight thousand pounds of 
milk in one year, can record them in 
this dairy appendix, and when the 
name of a cow occurs in a page of the 
herd book it shall be indicated by a 
star. This system will be started with 
Volume 66. 

It is now up to Short-horn breeders 
to take advantage of this method of 
convincing the farmer that they have 
dual purpose Short-horns. There has 
been altogether too much talk about 
the dual purpose of the Short-horn and 
too little evidence of her existence. 
That there are a very large number 
of really dual purpose Short-horns has 
been shown by experiment stations 
and the few practical breeders who 
have taken the trouble to keep records 
of their cows. But the average breed- 
er has contented himself with the gen- 
eral statement that his cows give 
enough milk for two calves, or that 
he has to milk the cow after the calf 
is through sucking, or something of 
that sort. The farmer who is in dairy- 
ing for business and who wants dual 
purpose cows which will give him a 
paying quantity of milk and at the 
same time give him calves that will 
sell at top prices when fat, has reached 
a point when he wants to know that 
he is getting what he hopes to get. 
He wants the Short-horn breeder to 
be able to tell him the amount of milk 
the dam of the calf he expects to pur- 
chase will give in a year, and what 
it tests in butter fat. There is a golden 
opportunity wide open for the Short- 
horn breeder who will test his cows 
and be prepared to supply the ever- 
increasing demand for Short-horn bulls 
bred in dairy lines. But he cannot 
expect to be able to supply this de- 
mand unless he tests his cows and 
thus puts himself in a position to give 
facts to the purchaser and knows 
what he is talking about.

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SOME GRASS QUESTIONS. 


At this season of the year we re- 
ceive so many questions asking advice 
as to the methods of seeding down 
land for various purposes that we are 
obliged to group them together and 
answer them very briefly. 

A Minnesota subscriber has a low, 
wet field of five acres, which he wishes 
to seed down for hog pasture in the 
spring, and asks us whether we would 
advise sowing alsike clover and tim- 
othy together with barley; if so, how 
much he should sow per acre, and at 
what time he would be able to allow 
the hogs to pasture on it. This field 
is fall plowed. 

This is a case where succotash, or 
a mixture of different early grains 
with grass, would be indicated. We 
would suggest seeding barley, oats, 
and spring wheat, about a third of 
a sowing of each, seeding it as early 
as the ground can be put in proper 
condition, and at the same time sowing 
four pounds of alsike clover and about 
ten pounds of timothy. He could turn 
the hogs in as soon as they could get 
a full bite, and should turn in enough 
of them to keep it pretty well down 
until harvest time. The pasturing of 
these grasses will not only furnish de- 
sirable hog feed, and a variety of it, 
but will be beneficial to the clover and 
timothy. If the season should be 
dry, it may be necessary for him to 
give this pasture a rest along in July 
and August, but the probability is that 
he will have plenty of pasture all 
summer 


A Cass county, Illinois, correspond- 
ent writes: 

At what time of the year and under 
what conditions do you advise sowing 
clover on wheat land? Would you 
sow it this month and let it settle into 
the soil as the frost goes out, or would 
you sow in the spring and harrow it 
in?” 

The answer to this must depend 
on circumstances. If he has sown tim- 
othy with his winter wheat, as is ad- 
visable in that part of Illinois, then 
we would sow the clover any time now 
and let it bury itself, as it will with 
the freezing and thawing. If, how- 
ever, he has not sown anything with 
it, then we would wait until the ground 
works well in the spring; then sow 
the clover and timothy, and harrow 
them ‘in. If he does not intend to sow 
timothy with it, but only clover, we 
would rather wait and harrow it in, 
thus harrowing the wheat at the same 
time. The advantages in this method 
are as follows: It secures more even 
covering, puts the clover back long 
enough to avoid the danger of frost 
when it is putting out its third leaf, 
and also cultivates the wheat, and thus 
benefits the crop. 

A Grundy county, Missouri, corre- 
spondent writes us that he has a piece 
of land that has been in corn for a 
number of years which he wishes to 
seed down to timothy and clover. The 
land is ordinary prairie land, not unusu- 
ally foul with weeds, but still has the 
usual amount of annual weeds growing 
in that section. He does not care to 
use a nurse crop, but would like to 








give the clover and timothy the full 
use of the land, and asks us the best 
thing to sow. 

Our correspondent can seed down 
to clover and timothy, covering it deep 
enough to secure germination, but the 
weeds will come in spite of him. He 
will perhaps be under the necessity 
of running over it with the mower once 
or twice during the summer. As it 
is more profitable to mow a crop of 
oats or barley than of weeds, we would 
suggest that he sow say a bushel of 
oats to the acre, to nurse out the 
weeds rather than nurse up the clover; 
then mow it for hay about the time 
it is in the dough stage. On soils 
where the land is very foul with 
weeds, and very rich, we would sow 
a heavier stand of oats; but under the 
conditions described by our corre- 
spondent we think a bushel would be 
enough. 


A Seward county, Nebraska, corre- 
spondent writes: 

“I have a twenty-acre field of fall 
wheat which I want to seed down in 
the spring for pasture with timothy 
and clover. How much of it should 
I sow? When is the best time to sow 
it, and what is the best way?” 

We would sow it as soon as the 
ground is in good shape to harrow, 
using a harrow of sufficient weight to 
get it deep enough to secure sufficient 
moisture to germinate it. How deep 
that would be depends somewhat on 
the weather at the time and the char- 
acter of the land. The harrowing will 
also cover the wheat and add materi- 
ally to the crop. We would use about 
four pounds of common red, four 
pounds of mammoth clover, and ten 
or twelve pounds of timothy. This cor- 
respondent has an additional five acres 
which he wishes to seed down for 
meadow, and asks us what he should 
sow, and how. For meadow we would 
use alsike if the land is low and in- 
clined to be wet, sowing four pounds 
to the acre with the timothy. We 
think that common red clover will 
probably answer our correspondent’s 
purpose better than any other clover 
if the land is well drained or upland. 


An lowa correspondent writes us 
that he has recently bought forty acres 
of land badly seeded to cockleburs. 
He thinks of putting half of it to corn 
and half to oats and seeding the latter 
to grass, and asks if he should use 
clover alone, as his object is to build 
up the land. He has permanent pas- 
ture, but can use twenty-five acres of 
hay each year. 

On the land which he puts in oats 
again we would sow the Early Cham- 
pion, treating for smut before sowing; 
and if he wanted to use this land for 
hay, we would sow timothy with the 
clover, which will at the same time 
build up the land and furnish meadow. 
The oats should be cut off as early 
as possible; and if they threaten to 
smother out the grass, we would use 
them for hay instead of taking a grain 
crop. Where the land is foul, the 
clover should be clipped back as soon 
as it shows signs of blossoming, thus 
killing the cockleburs at the same 
time. Were it not that the land is

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NATIONAL PURE FOOD LAW. 


The United States as well as the 
several states of the union have long 
stood in urgent need of pure food laws. 
Adulteration has become a_ science, 
and the great gains that can be made 
by deceiving and poisoning people, 
even though it undermine their health, 
has blinded the consciences of many 
manufacturers. Away from the farm 
it is almost impossible to obtain food 
true to name and unadulterated. The 
food that the farmer buys is subject 
to the same adulteration, and he fares 
best only because he can, if he will, 
grow a great proportion of his own 
food. 

Pure food bills have been prepared 
by the départment of agriculture un- 
der the direction of Professor Wiley, 
and have been presented both in the 
senate and in the house, the senate 
bill bearing the name of Senator Hey- 
burn and the house bill that of Colonel 
Hepburn of Iowa. There has been so 
much money in the adulteration of 
foods that the adulterators have here- 
tofore been able to prevent their pass- 
age. It is to be hoped that the 
awakening conscience of the nation, 
the noble effort to expose graft in re- 
cent days, and the condemnation 
which the people put on the search 
for ignoble wealth, will lead to their 
passage at this session. 

These measures have the unqual- 
ified endorsement of Secretary Wilson, 
who estimates that the people pay out 
for adulterated groceries alone in the 
course of a year $750,000,000; and he 
is determined that the people shall at 
least have a chance to know what they 
are buying and pay for it accordingly. 

At present the government is a 
silent partner in one of the worst of 
these adulterations. It licenses liquor 
dealers to “spuriously imitate’ pure 
whisky, which is branded as “rectified, 
blended, and compounded,” and is sold 
to the extent of 105,000,000 gallons, 
while the sales of the “bottled in 
bond,” which has the government 
fsuarantee of purity, is less than 2,000.- 
0 gallons. That is, the guaranteed 
ure whisky is only about 2 per cent 
of the total amount of the truck used. 
This adulteration is not merely by the 
addition of water, which is- about as 
harmless an adulteration of whisky as 
can be, but by the addition of rank 
poisons such as Indian hemp and vari- 
ous oils, in order to give it the ap- 
pearance of age. Any scoundrel with 
a few vats, bottles, and drugs, can 
make “twenty-year-old” whisky in 
about twenty days. This is only one 
of the adulterations.

MORE CLOVER QUESTIONS. 


A Missouri farmer writes us that he 
has just bought a farm of ninety-five 
acres white oak land, rather rolling 
and liable to wash, and that has been 


farmed for ten or fifteen years con- 
tinuously, and wishes to get it started 
to clover. He has one piece that was 


‘in mammoth clover last year, which 


was allowed to go down without cut- 
ting or pasturing, and wishes to know 
what he should do to have it reseeded. 
He has some waste places in the field, 
grown up with weeds, and wishes to 
know how to get them, and also some 
cornstalk land, seeded to red clover. 

We would let the piece of mammoth 
alone. If there was any seed at all 
it will abundantly reseed in it itself. 
The crop of last year lying on the 
ground will do no harm. The waste 
places, now grown up with large 
weeds, are probably wet, and if so 
we would burn the weeds off and seed 
to timothy and alsike clover instead 
of the common red. If they are not 
very wet it will probably be well to 
disk the land before seeding, then 
cover the seed lightly with a harrow. 
If very wet, this will not be necessary, 
but we would burn off the trash. Our 
correspondent does not say whether he 
wishes to use a nurse crop, so-called, 
in seeding the cornstalk ground to 
clover. If the ground is foul we would 
use aS a nurse crop about a bushel 
or a bushel and a half of Early Cham- 
pion oats; in fact, we should do this 
anyway, but would cut the oats for 
hay or would use them for pasturage 
It ground, with any reasonable fertil- 
ity, is sown to clover alone, weeds are 
likely to grow up with it and smother 
it out, and it is much more satisfac- 
tory to use the oats to keep down the 
weeds and either use them for pasture 
or hay. We would sow early in Apri! 
in that latiti’de. Earlier sowing might 
winter kill when putting out the third 
leaf. Use eight pounds per acre when 
sowing mammoth or common red; 
four pounds of alsike will be abunda- 
ant; and if we sowed timothy with the 
clover would use ten to twelve pounds, 
or say a peck, per acre. 
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Sixty Years of Farming 


BY HENRY WALLACE 


AGRICULTURAL CONDITIONS 
FROM 1873 TO 1880. 
Our readers who tried to get ahead 
in the world by legitimate farming 
from 1873 to 1880 will remember it as 
a per.od of dull if not hard times, and 
also as a period of agricultural unrest. 
The farmers were, to use a farm ex- 
pression, “hurting,” that is being hurt, 
and few of them realized at the time 
what was hurting them. 

Looking back over it all, it is not 
difficult to diagnose the case. AS 
pointed out in our previous articles, 
the acreage of land was increasing 
much faster than population The 
census of 1870 gave as the crop for 
1869 761,000,000 bushels of corn, 288,- 
000,000 bushels of wheat, 282,000 000 
bushels of oats. The census of 1880, 
giving the crop of '79, reported 1,755,- 
000 bushels of corn, 460,000,000 bush- 
els of wheat, 408,000,000 bushels of 
oats. In other words, in '79 we pro- 
duced over two and one-fourth times 
as much corn, nearly 60 per cent more 
wheat, and over 40 per cent more oats. 
We do not have the-amount of pro- 
duction for the years immediately 
previous, but it may safely be said 
that acreage and production were in- 
creasing much faster than population. 

Therefore comparatively low prices 
were inevitable, and these prices were 
lower than the price of No. 2 grain 
in Chicago during these years would 
indicate, because railroad rates were 
much higher then than now. While 
the rates were much higher, the rail- 
roads received less revenue, for that 
was the period of iron rails, small 
cars, small locomotives, and of rail- 
road lines now consolidated that were 
then owned by different interests. 
While the price of grains and country 
produce was low, the rate of interest 
was high, 10 per cent being a common 
rate, 1 per cent a month being by 
no means an unusual rate at country 
banks, and frequently 1% per cent, 
and for small loans 2 per cent. 

The country banker, sidewalk 
broker at that time, took the cream 
of the farmers’ crops. Previous to ’73 
there had been a good deal of wild 
speculation in lands, and then, as now 
and always, farmers incurred debts 
in good times and paid them off in 
hard times: or else sold off on the 
best terms they could get, moved west 
to cheaper lands, and tried it over 
again. The unusual prosperity of the 
bankers aroused a bitter feeling on 
the part of the farmers against the 
entire banking industry. Politicians 
fostered this prejudice as much as 
possible, and hence there was a de- 
mand not for more gold or silver, but 
for fiat money, money on which the 
only inscription should be “This is a 
dollar,” and guaranteed by the credit 
of the United States. Many thousands 
of thinking, intelligent men believed 
that this would be the cure for the 
evils of the times. Farmers then cried 
out for money, just as the speculators 
in New York and high finance are cry 
ing out for more money today. The 
government was obliged to suspend 
cancellation of the greenbacks issued 
as a war measure, and urged to issue 
more greenbacks to meet the demand 
of the farmers for currency, which 
was mistakenly supposed to mean the 
same as wealth. 

I was asked to make an address on 
the Fourth of July to the people of 
Madison county, where I then lived. 
This was in '78 or ’79. I prepared 
the usual sort of Fourth of July ad- 
dress, which has been defined as say- 
ing as little as possible in the prettiest 
way possible. However, I was called 
upon the evening before by a friend 
and told that it was a period of unrest 
among farmers and I was expected to 
discuss public questions for thinking 
men, to say what I thought ought to 
be said at that time. It will be re- 
membered that the premium on gold 
had been about 140 per cent in the 
later sixties It had been declining 
in view of the resumption of specie 
payments in 1879, though many 
thoughtful men believed that it would 
be utterly impossible to resume at 
that date The premium gradually 
fell, remaining a long time about 112, 
then gradually decreasing, money thus 
becoming dearer while grain had be- 
come cheaper and the farmer’s debts 
had increased with the high rate of 
interest, many of them being. still 
struggling to get rid of debts incurred 
previous to the panic of '73 

I therefore told the audience, among 
other things, that what was needed 
was more active interest in politics 
and the relegation of machine politics 
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to the rear, which greatly delighted 
one part of it. I told them further- 
more that fiat money was a delusion 
and a snare; that what we needed was 
not more money, but more wealth, 
more capital, more hogs in the pen 
and fewer in office, clearer thinking, 
better farming, and better methods of 
distribution; that what appeared to 
be overproduction was not overproduc- 
tion at all, but underconsumption; 
that there was a mouth hungry for 
every mouthful, if the grain could only 
reach the hungry eater; and_ that 
therefore what we wanted was better 
methods of distribution in order that 
the hungry nations should be fed. I 
pointed out that the area of agricul- 
tural land was nearing exhaustion, and 
predicted that in the next twenty-five 
years there would be a decrease in 
the price of everything, including 
money and the rate of interest, except 
the price of land and its products, 
which would advance as rapidly as 
money and manufactured products 
would decline. I told them that as I 
understood things, the Lord was the 
only being who could make anything 
by “fiat,” and He had, so far as l 
knew, gone out of that particular busi- 
ness; that there was no more land to 
be made, and not much more to be 
possessed and brought into’ cultiva- 
tion, and therefore there was a better 
day for farming in sight. This of 
course rendered a large part of the 
audience furious and for weeks I was 
roundly abused by the majority of the 
papers of that county. 

The increase in the price of land 
and its products did not come as soon 
as I predicted, but it came. The de- 
crease in the price of money or the 
rate of interest came even quicker 
than I had expected. For the last few 
years money in any quantity has been 
obtainable on first mortgage on good 
lands in that county for 5 per cent, 
while at the time the address was 
made the man was fortunate who 
could obtain it at 8 per cent, plus the 
abstract, and in many cases a com- 
mission besides. As a result of these 
conditions in the later seventies many 
farmers lost their farms or sold them 
for a song. The farms increased in 
acreage by the purchase of farms ad- 
joining. I remember one case where 
a wealthy farmer, who was a banker 
as well, converted thirteen adjoining 
farms into one. 

The situation was rendered more 
serious because in that section of the 
state farmers were dependent for their 
profits on selling grain in the crude 
form. They had not learned the gospel 
of grass which I then began to preach, 
and I was by many of the people 
thought to be a little “looney.” I re- 
member going down to the hotel one 
evening and meeting a gentleman who 
incidentally told me that he was put- 
ting up an elevator that would cost 
thirty thousand dollars. I think this 
was in the year 1880. I told him that 
it was a very bad investment, that 
the farmers of Madison county were 
“going to grass” and stocking up their 
farms with improved cattle and 
horses, and that in a very few years 
there would be little or no grain to 
ship out of that county except in sea- 








sons of very abundant crops. He 
laughed at my prediction, built his 
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Yorkshires at the breeding farm of Thos. H. Canfield, Lake Park, Minn.

elevator, and subsequently sold it for 
five thousand, I think. 

This gospel of grass, and especially 
of clover, was the salvation not mere- 
ly of Madison county, but of nearly 
every county in the state of Iowa. The 
time was ripe for the spreading of this 
gospel. It would have been folly to 
have preached it much earlier. Farm- 
ers who had supposed their land was 
inexhausible were now beginning to 
find out they were mistaken and were 
ready to listen to any man who could 
tell them “what they must do to be 
saved.” 

Nor were these conditions peculiar 
to the state of Iowa. It took a num- 
ber of years for the nation to recover 
from the panic of ’73 and to get down 
once more to specie payments. I had 
a friend living in one of the most pop- 
ular residence streets of Pittsburg. 
The street was then the home of the 
rich and is now of millionaires. After 
the panic of ‘73 there were but two 
men, one of them my friend, on that 
entire street who were able to hold 
their property. I had another friend 
who had invested in similar property. 
By the grace of a wealthy relative he 
was able to hold it, but it took him 
fifteen years to get back the money 
that he had invested, and he then 
barely came out with his money and 
the low rate of interest which he was 
able to secure through friendship. 

People in those days did not realize 
how rotten was the condition of the 
finances in general, not because of any 
real lack of circulating medium, but 
because of speculation, or the incur- 
ring of debts which could not possi- 
bly be paid in a period of dull times. 
I very much fear that in years to come 
the business men of today will suffer 
a repetition of the same experience. 
One generation will not learn from the 
experience of the preceding. Each 
generation must learn its lesson for 
itself, and in the most expensive 
school any man ever attended, that of 
bitter experience. 

The year 1879 marked practically 
the close of this period of dull times; 
in other words, the period of recupera- 
tion from the excesses of previous 
years. The nation was simply sober- 
ing up after a financial debauch. It 
is said that an individual does not 
think clearly the morning after a 
spree; neither does a nation, whether 
of farmers, merchants, or business 
men. When the government did actu- 
ally resume specie payments to the 
extent that it did resume, that is, re- 
deeming greenbacks in gold and pay- 
ing them out again, a period of pros- 
perity followed in the early eighties, 
of which we shall have more to say 
in future letters.

These bills are the primary law and 


anti-pass law. Both these laws 
have been earnestly urged by 
Governor Cummins, as will be seen 
referring to our abstract of his 


message to the legislature in our issue 
of January 19th. During the last week 
thev have had most emphatic endorse- 


ment from Governor Larrabee, during 
whose administration the Iowa rail- 
way law, which has been taken as 


a model by other states, was enacted, 
and largely through his personal in- 
fluence. 

The primary law simply proposes 
to put in the hands of the people the 
power and the opportunity to nomi- 
nate candidates in both parties, for 
whom the people will vote at the gen- 
election. We do not care to dis- 
in detail the provisions of this 
It may not be perfect in its con- 


eral 
cuss 


law 


ception; few laws are. It may after- 
wards need amending; all laws need 
amending from time to time. But we 


believe the principle underlying this 
law is absolutely sound, and not mere- 
ly absolutely sound politically but 
absolutely sound morally. We are a 
government for the people and by the 
people; at least that is the way our 
fathers understood it. Gradually the 
opportunity to select candidates has 
been taken away from the common 
people by ways we need not now dis- 
cuss, and this move is an effort to re- 
gain the lost rights. 

This bill will meet with violent op- 
position. The “bosses,” whom the 
people of the United States are now 
watching carefully, will resist it most 
strenuously; they will die hard. It 
will be resisted by such railway and 
other corporations as have in times 
past controlled the affairs of the state 
and the cities by controlling the nom- 
inations through the use of passes and 
other favors. It will also be resisted 
by the vicious element, saloons and 
gambling houses, that have thrived 
under “boss” rule. 

The very fact that all these forces 
are against it should be sufficient to 
satisfy every farmer that it is his 
duty to stand for it and to instruct 


his representative to stand for it. 
Only in this way will he have the 


opportunity to decide who shall be the 
candidate of his party. For years past 
farmers in many sections of the state 
have been voting for candidates in 
whose selection they have had almost 
no choice whatever. They were select- 
ed by “bosses,” backed by corporations 
and other influences that have had 
the opportunity of carrying delegates 
to conventions free and thus controll- 
ing them in the convention. Having 
thus had candidates set up for them, 
they have been cbliged either to vote 
for them, scratch their ticket, or vote 
for the opposition, the candidates of 
which were selected in precisely the 
same way. 

It is time that all this should 
and the way to stop it is by the enact- 
ment of a primary law. Objection will 
be made that it will “disturb the re- 
pose;” that it will lead to the defeat 
of men who under present conditions 
are in the way of promotion because 


stop, 


of past services, not to the people, 
but to the men whe make the nomi- 
nations. It will also be objected that 


it will endanger republican supremacy 
in this county or democratic suprem- 
acy in that. It will be objected that 


the men who are in favor of it will 
be profited by it, and are influenced 
by ulterior motives instead of patri- 
otic sentiments and convictions It 
is not worth while to consider these 
objections. The only question that 
every farmer should consider is: 
What is right? Is it right for the 
people who vote the ticket to make 
nominations; which is only an- 
her way of saying: Is it right for 
the people to rule? Is this a repub- 


lican government of 
bosses? 
_ The other important measure is 
Known as the anti-pass bill. Senator 
Hughes, of Iowa county, has presented 
this bill session after session, and it 
has been defeated each time by a 
margin. It has gone through 
Stage of ridicule and opposition 
in covert ways: but this time it will 
pass in some form. The conviction

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that the pass, while called a courtesy, 
is really intended for a bribe, has 
grown so strong that very few men 
in the legislature will have the hardi- 
hood to vote against an anti-pass bill. 


The danger is that a bill will be 
passed that has a loophole in it 
through which passes may issue in 
an ever-running stream. 


We hope the legislature will pass 
a bill on the lines suggested by 
Governor Cummins, absolutely pro- 
hibiting the giving of a pass in any 
form whatever. It will not be suffi- 
cient to prohibit the giving of passes 
to public officers. The evil is one of 
long standing, and nothing but the 
most rigid law will be effective. The 
governor has given the matter very 
careful study, has had an opportunity 
to know the extent to which the evil 
has permeated the business and the 
official system, and is the best adviser 
that we know of on this subject. 


GOOD ROADS CONVENTION. 


The annual meeting of the Iowa 
Good Roads Association will be held 
at Des Moines February 7th and 8th, 
this convention to be made up by dele- 
gates from the different counties of 
the state, to be appointed by the board 
of supervisors of each county. In ad- 
dition to the three delegates to which 
each county is entitled, each associa- 
tion, organized for the purpose of de- 
veloping good roads, will be entitled 
to send two delegates. The program 


includes addresses on “Drainage,” 
“Grading,” “The Use of the Split-log 
Drag,” “Concrete and Its Use for 
Highway Improvement,” “Concrete 
Culverts,’ “The Railroads and Public 
Highways,” “Wide Tires,” “Adminis- 
tration of Road Funds,” ete. This will 


probably be the most thoroughly prac- 


tical convention ever held in Des 
Moines to discuss the good roads 
question. The developments of the 
past year have taught the people of 
Iowa a whole lot about making good 
roads. It is earnestly hoped that there 
will be a large attendance of repre- 


sentative men from the different coun- 
ties of the state.

Communications and Feeding Experience solicited 





A Mills county, Iowa, correspondent 
writes: 

“I feed about 250 steers annually. 
Will it pay me to install a gasoline 
engine grinder? I have 2,000 bushels 
of barley, and expect to have that 
much every year. Have a large sweep 
grinder for ear corn, .but it will not 
grind the barley. I have an idea that 
it will pay to grind this barley and 
also the corn for the summer feed. 
I have plenty of hogs to follow the 
cattle. Have any of the experiment 
stations tested this matter of feeding 
whole versus ground feed? It will 
cost me about $300 to install a four- 
horse engine and grinder. I would 
like to hear from feeders who have 
tried this plan.” 

Whether it will pay to grind feed 
for fattening steers depends upon the 
conditions, which vary more or less 
one year with another. The experi- 
ments which have been conducted on 
this subject indicate that unless corn 
is very high it does not pay to grind 
it for the increased gain alone. These 
experiments indicate that ground corn 
is somewhat better digested and 
worth from 5 to 10 per cent more than 
whole corn. The cost of grinding, 
however, will just about absorb the 
increased gains because of it. Where 
there are plenty of hogs following it 
is doubtful whether there is very much 
gain in the total amount of beef and 
pork produced by grinding the corn. 
It is possible, however, to finish steers 
quicker with the ground feed than un- 
ground. When steers are on grass in 
the summer, ground corn should very 
often be valued higher than the ex- 
periments above mentioned would in- 
dicate. This is especially true if the 
corn is very hard. When steers are 
on good pasture their teeth often get 
tender and they do not take the hard, 
cold corn with the relish they should. 
Under these circumstances it will pay 
to either grind or soak. Many feed- 
ers practice soaking with very satis- 
factory results. What we have said 
above with reference to grinding corn 
will not apply to barley, however. 
Barley should be ground or rolled to 
secure its greatest feeding value, and 
if our correspondent expects to have 
a considerable quantity of it to feed 
every year we think there is no ques- 
tion but that it will pay him to put 
in a grinding outfit. In fact, we think 
that a feeder who handles as many 
steers as this correspondent, will find 
it profitable to,have a grinding outfit 
whether he usps it regularly or not. 
There will be’ times when grain is 
high in price and he can buy barley 
or some other grain as a partial sub- 
stitute. 

We rather doubt whether he can 
install such an outfit as he ought to 
have for three hundred dollars. He 
speaks of a four-horse engine power, 
which we would consider too small 
for this purpose. He should have not 
less than a six, and if we were in- 
stalling such a plant on our own farm 
we would put in an eight-horse power. 
We would also suggest that he investi- 
gate carefully different grinding ma- 
chines, and especially those which 
crush or roll. A. L. Ames, of Tama 
county, Iowa, has a complete grind- 
ing outfit and grinds all of his corn, 
winter and summer, for his fattening 
steers. He thinks that it pays him 
to do this, notwithstanding the results 
obtained at the different stations. He 
thinks it is especially profitable to 
grind the grain when feeding on 
grass. 

An Indiana correspondent writes: 
“T have a few steers which I want 
to feed for the May market. What 
will be good feed for them? I have 
corn, oats, clover and timothy hay, 
plenty of fodder and straw, and can 
get oil meal but cannot get cotton 
seed meal immediately.” 

Our correspondent does not give the 
weights of these steers. If they are 
heavy steers, probably his cheapest 
ration would be straight corn and all 
the clover hay they will eat. Begin 
about March lst by feeding a quarter 
of a pound of oil meal every day, grad- 
ually increasing until they are getting 
two pounds a day during the last six 
weeks of feeding period.

of the shorts? Shorts cost $18 per 
ton. I also have twenty-seven pigs 
that will weigh eighty pounds, which 
I would like to get ready for the May 
market. What will be best for them, 
oil meal or shorts? I can get Red Dog 
flour for $35 per ton; corn, 30 cents 
per bushel.” 

With corn at 30 cents per bushel 
it will probably pay our correspond- 
ent to make a mixture of four parts 
corn, two parts shorts, and one part 
oil meal. The value of the Red Dog 
flour is problematical. 


A Jefferson county, Iowa, corre- 
spondent writes: 

“I am feeding a load of 1,100-pound 
steers that I will probably ship in 
April. Am thinking of feeding old 
process oil meal in connection with 
broken ear corn. How much would 
you advise feeding them to begin with, 
and how much would you increase to 
per head? Would it have any effect 
on the hogs following?” 

Our correspondent does not state 
what roughness these steers are get- 
ting. If clover hay, it will not pay 
him to feed as much oil meal as if it 
is timothy hay or corn fodder. We 
would begin with a quarter of a pound 
per head ‘per day and increase very 
gradually until they are getting two 
to three pounds per head during the 
last month. He should watch them 
very closely and note that their 
digestive organs are in good shape. 
The oil meal will put on a better finish 
and will increase the gains during 
the latter part of the feeding period. 
It will not have any injurious effect 
upon the hogs, being helpful rather 
than injurious. 


A Cass county, Iowa, correspondent 
writes: 

“Which of the following feeds will 
make the cheapest balanced ration for 
fresh milk cows: Corn, 33 cents per 
bushel; bran, $14 per ton; shorts, $18 
per ton; oil meal, $34 per ton; clover 
hay, $4 per ton? Dealers here do not 
keep cotton seed meal. At what price 
would it be cheaper than the above 
feeds? I feed my cows all the 
shredded fodder they will eat during 
the day, and good clover hay at night.” 

Of the feeds named the cheapest 
for our correspondent to use would be 
corn and bran. Judging from the pro- 
tein content, bran at $14 per ton is 
worth as much as oil meal at $32 per 
ton. We presume our correspondent 
wants to get as much of the shredded 
corn fodder into his cows as he can 
without injury. If this is the case he 
will need to feed liberally with bran. 
Corn and bran, half and half, with 
ten pounds of clover hay and ten to 
fifteen pounds of shredded corn fod- 
der, will make a fairly good ration, 
and it will be an economical one; it 
would be a better ration, however, if 
he fed the clover hay only for rough- 
ness. 


A Missouri correspondent writes: 

“I have thirty-five calves, yearlings, 
that I do not know how to handle to 
the best advantage. We have lots of 
tame hay and corn; hay is worth $5 
per ton; corn, 40 cents per bushel. 
Will it pay to crush or grind the corn 
and give them all they will eat of 
everything? I do not intend to feed 
them for market; I simply want to 
carry them through another year.” 

If our correspondent intends to turn 
the steers onto grass this summer 
without grain, it will not pay him to 
give all the corn they will eat, but 
simply enough to keep them growing 
strongly until grass comes. This will 
run about three to six pounds per day, 
depending upon how the steers seem 
to be doing. If he has hogs to follow 
it will not pay him to crush or grind. 
If he does not have hogs it will pay 
to crush it.

A Henry Iowa, correspond- 
ent writes: 

“[T have eighteen

In wet seasons such as we have had 
for the last three or four years, seed- 
ing clover in corn at the last cultiva- 
tion is about as certain a way of get- 
ting a stand as any other; and wilil 
be so as long as these wet years con- 
tinue If, however, we should have 
a dry season, such as 1894 or 1901, for 
example, we would be very fearful of 
the results. Therefore no man can 
tell whether that would be a better 
way of getting a piece of land that 
has been worn out by growing corn 
into pasture than sowing it to clover 
with oats. The safest way would be 
to put the land in early oats or 
Manshury barley and sow it to clover, 
covering it deep enough to insure 
germination. This would be particu- 
larly true in this case, as the land 
has been in corn too long anyhow and 
should be growing something else. 


QUESTIONS FROM THE GARDEN. 


A Scott county, Iowa, gardener 
wishes information on the following 


points: “First, is it possible to irri- 
gate a truck garden from an elevated 
water tank? Second, can you refer 
me to any treatise on the irrigation of 
vegetables? Third, have you ever, or 
ean you publish a list of vitality of 
garden seeds? Fourth, are the natural 
juices of the green plants regarded as 
anything more than so much water in 
laboratory analyses?” 


Answering the first question: The 
feasibility of irrigating a truck gar- 
den from an elevated water tank 


would depend on the size of the garden 
and the supply of water. In the lati- 
tude of eastern Iowa irrigation water 


would need to be used only in times 
of severe drouth. 

A complete answer to the third 
question will be found in the “Horti- 
cultural Rule Book,” by L. H. Bailey 
(price seventy-five cents), which can 
be ordered from this office. It is too 


long to give here, but it may be stated 
briefly that most garden seeds reta’n 
their vitality for from two to eight 
years, the main exceptions being 
Sweet Cicely, Angelica, and Sea-kale, 
which must be planted the first year. 
We are able to answer definitely 
neither the second nor fourth ques- 
tions. 


BREEDING SEED CORN. 


A Shell Rock, Iowa, 
writes us as follows: 

“In 1903 I had a breeding patch of 
corn from eight different ears. For 
1904 I selected four ears from the best 
row for my eight breeding rows. All 
the corn from two ears was detassled. 
Ear No. 3, one of those not detasseled, 
produced the most good corn. I have 
half of this ear left and wish to know 
whether it would be advisable to use 
it again as the male parent, using the 
ears from this as the mother 
plants; or would you suggest some 
other method? Is there any danger 
of going too far with the inbreeding? 
The corn is a large white variety 
brought from the southern part of the 
state about ten years ago. It scarcely 
ripened for a year or two, but now is 
well acclimated and as heavy a yielder 
as Reid’s Yellow Dent and a little 
earlier.” 

We don’t know what the experts 
would say, but in selecting seed corn 
for a breeding patch we would take 
the best, and where there is no appre- 
ciable difference we would prefer an 
ear from a detasseld row to one that 
was not detasseled. Where, however, 
the detasseled row showed lack. of 
vigor or was otherwise undesirable, we 
would take from the other row and 
take chances on inbreeding.

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SEEDING CLOVER AND TIMOTHY. 


A Nebraska correspondent writes: 

“When timothy and common red 
clover are sown in combination for 
temporary pasture and rotation, how 
much of each per acre should be 
sown? My purpose is to sow in the 
early ‘spring on winter wheat. Also 
state your method of sowing; that is, 
whether by hand or by machine.” 

For this purpose eight pounds of 
common red clover per acre and 
about a peck of timothy will be. about 
right. In our own practice we use the 
grass seeding attachment of our disk 
drill. This does a very nice job of 
sowing. If our correspondent does not 
have an attachment of this kind, or if 
he intends to buy a seeder, we would 
suggest that he either buy a disk drill, 
which he will need if he makes a reg- 
ular practice of growing winter wheat, 
with the grass seeding attachment, or 
buy one of the low-down wheel seed- 
ers, which can be used for all kinds 
of grain and grasses. The broadcast 
seeders are not really satisfactory for 
sowing grass seed, and for some kinds 
of grasses cannot be used at all be- 
cause of the lightness of the seed. 

If our correspondent has stiff, heavy 
land he can sow the clover on the 
winter wheat as soon as the ground 
dries off in the spring and cover by 
harrowing. The harrow will not hurt 
the wheat; it will help it. If the land 
is light, however, or rather sandy, the 
harrow may not be safe. On our Iowa 
farm, which is‘a stiff gumbo soil, we 
use the heaviest harrow we have to 
cover the grass seed sown on winter 
wheat in the spring. 

KANSAS CORN BREEDERS. 

The second annual meeting and corn 
show of the Kansas Corn Breeders’ 
Association, which closed January 24th 
at the Kansas State Agricultural College, 
was considered highly successful by the 
officials. Speeches were made by lead- 
ing corn breeders and growers of the 
United States and Canada. The samples 
entered, fifty-two in number, were uni- 
formly good, and reflected great credit 
upon Kansas corn men. The attendance 
was about 400, about 115 of whom came 
a distance of more than fifteen miles. A 
score of new members were added to 
the association. The officers elected for 
1906 were: President, C. E. Hildreth, 
Altamont; vice-president, P. A. Hammett, 











Marysville; secretary, Prof. V. M. Shoe- 
smith, Manhattan; treasurer, Hon. Ed- 
win Taylor, Edwardsville. Directors: 


Hon. J. W. Robinson, Eldorado, and J. 
D. Ziller, Hiawatha. Prof. A. M. Ten- 
Eyck, of the college agriculture depart- 
ment, is ex-officio a director. The officers 
and wirectors constitute the executive 
committee, which will determine the next 
place of meeting. C. P. Hartley, physiol- 
ogist in the United States Department 
of Agriculture, judged the corn entered 
for prizes. After the awards were made 
the samples were auctioned off. Thus it 
is shown that the Kansas farmer truly 
values good seed corn. When it is con- 
sidered that an increase of one bushel 
per acre in the corn crop of the state 
would mean a total increase of about 
8,000,000 bushels, worth about $2,000,000, 
there is good reason why he should value 
it very highly. That the yield may be 
increased by selection, improvement of 
the seed, and better methods of culture, 
cannot be questioned. And this is the 
reason for the existence of the Kansas 
Corn Breeders’ Association.

STRAWBERRY PLANTS.

POULTRY NOTES. 

Chicken manure is especially good 
for the strawberry bed, yet much of 
the poultry manure on the farm is 
never hauled out. Its value is said to 
be $2.25 per ton. In applying chicken 
manure remember that it is very heat- 
ing, and should be mixed with earth 
or kanite. 


There is no one disease that adver- 
tises a careless owner more than 
scaly leg. We have seen fowls 
scratching in the roadways that were 
absolutely loathsome because of this 
affection. Sometimes the legs are en- 
larged to twice their size, and disgust- 
ing to everyone. The disease is 
caused by a parasite, and can be 
quickly cured by rubbing with carbo- 
lated vaseline, or pure vaseline into 
which is stirred one ounce of sulphur 
for every ten tablespoonfuls of vase- 
line. A more agreeable way to treat 
them is to have a deep vessel filled 
with water and a tablespoonful or 
more of kerosene floating over the 
top. Dip the two legs together into 
the oil, holding them there one minute. 
Repeat the treatment after three days, 
and oil the roosts and nest boxes. 


The directions for running your in- 
cubator must be followed with dis- 
cretion. Because the eggs should be 
turned twice a day after the second 
day it does not follow that they should 
be taken out of the warm incubator 
for the turning when the temperature 
out doors is falling rapidly and a 
blizzard threatening. Never subject 
your eggs to chill, especially during 
the first week of incubation. It is bet- 
ter to omit an occasional turning than 
to so reduce the temperature as to 
hold it a few degrees too low for the 
night. 


It requires a certain number of heat 
units to hatch an egg; if the tempera- 
ture runs at 102 degrees for a day, 
run it at 104 degrees some days. The 
last week of incubation it may reach 
105 degrees, but should not be higher. 
Keep a record of your incubator 
hatches, and the method of handling 
which gives you best results. A chart 
of the weather for the three weeks of 
incubation, of the behavior of the in- 
cubator, and number of eggs set, test- 
out, and hatched, makes interesting 
reading from year to year.

ROUP, SWELLED HEAD, SWELLED 
EYES. 


We are in receipt of a number of 
inquiries in regard to a disease among 
chickens, symptoms of which indicate 
roup. The symptoms of roup have so 
often been described in these colums 
that it ought not to be necessary to 
repeat them, but trusting that these 
inquiries are new subscribers and not 
careless readers of this department, 
we again give space to this subject, 
with apologies to those of our readers 
to whom it is an old story. 

The one symptom of roup which is 
unmistakable is the: peculiar sickish 
smell which accompanies it. Once 
recognized, it is impossible to mistake 
it, and the wise breeder at the first 
whiff of a roupy smell in his hen 
houses looks over his flock, clears out 
all suspicious subjects, disinfects the 
house with carbolic acid or any other 
convenient disinfectant, provides fresh 
litter, and gives a tonic to the flock. 
We have found onions or a feed of 
grain soaked in kerosene as good 
tonics as expensive drugs, and more 
convenient. 

Aside from the smell the symptoms 
of roup are one or all of the follow- 
ing: Cancerous running sores break 
out on the head, in the mouth and 
throat, with a watery discharge which 
becomes firmer in character and more 
offensive in odor. The diseased secre- 
tions finally kill the bird by suffoca- 
tion. The treatment is to remove the 
ulcers, apply powdered borax or Pyro- 
zone (peroxide of hydrogen), and mix 
a teaspoonful of powdered sulphur in 
the food. Repeat twice a day. Give 
nourishing food. Again, fowls begin 
coughing and sneezing, breathing is 
heavy and sounds wheezy, eyes be- 
come inflamed, head swells, there is 
a discharge from the nostrils, the bird 
is thirsty and eats well. Either one 
or both sides of the head may be 
affected, especially the eyes, which 
may be closed or filled with cheesy 
matter. 

When fowls are in this  con- 
dition we would advise killing and 
burning. It is not safe to handle 
roupy fowls in the advanced stage. 
It is quite possible to get this dis- 
ease from contact with diseased fowls, 
and if any of the discharge from the 
eyes or throat comes in contact with 
the human eye or throat a disease re- 
sembling influenza in its worst form 
is apt to be the result. There is no 
advantage in curing the bird. A roupy 
fowl is a source of loss after it re- 
covers, as the progeny are pre- 
disposed to the disease. Give kero- 
sene in the drinking water, ten drops 
to each half gallon of water, and treat 
as above described if at all. 

Spend your time in preventing this 
disease by keeping the houses and 
yards in a sanitary condition; clean 
and scald the drinking vessels and 
feed troughs, keep the floor under the 
roosts clean and sweet-smelling, and 
see that your houses are free from 
drafts. Also make sure that your 
fowls are not overcrowded. Breath- 
ing space, pure air, and pure food are 
enemies to disease.

WALLACES’ FARMER 


TO IOWA SWINE BREEDERS. 


To Wallaces’ Farmer: 

There seems to be a misunderstand- 
ing among some of the swine exhibi- 
tors at the state fair in regard to the 
feeling of the state board of agricul- 
ture toward this department of the 
fair, and at the suggestion of several 
we have been requested to make a 
statement of the facts regarding the 
action of the board at their meeting 
December 15, 1905. 

At this meeting the matter of an 
appropriation for improvements upon 
the state fair grounds was taken up 
and discussed. Several different build- 
ings which are needed were brought 
into the discussion, among them being 
a hog barn, amphitheater, horse barn, 
manufacturers’ building, implement 
sheds, etc. The board was unanimous 
in their opinion that all of these build- 
ings were needed, and that in time 
the state of Iowa would make pro- 
vision for all of them. However, they 
were confronted with an unusual sit- 
uation in that the general assembly 
would meet again in January, 1907, 
and it was fully realized that the pres- 
ent general assembly would have at 


its disposal but one-half the usual 
amount for extraordinary appropria- 
tions. This being the case, it was 
agreed, after a careful and full dis- 


cussion of the matter, that it would 
be advisable to not ask for more than 
one building from the present general 
assembly Large appropriations were 
being asked for the support of other 
state institutions, and the board did 
not wish to antagonize the members 
of the legislature by asking for more 
than in their judgment could be 
granted. 

While they fully realize the im- 
provements upon the Iowa State Fair 
grounds do not compare favorably 
with those of some of the other states, 
still it must be borne in mind that 
the first move toward securing appro- 
priations for permanent buildings was 
not started until four years ago. At 
that time an appropriation was asked, 
and was granted, for the erection of 
the stock pavilion. Two years later 
the Thirtieth General Assembly made 
provision for the agricultural-horticul- 
tural-dairy building. These appropria- 
tions were only received after a hard 
struggle and upon the showing that 
the state fair was as much entitled to 
support for permanent buildings as 
the other educational institutions. The 
fact that the board had been reason- 
able in their demands was a factor 
in securing the appropriations for the 
above named buildings. For this 
reason, and only this, the board did 
not wish to do anything to antagonize 
or create the feeling that they were 
unreasonable in their demands. 

It was not a question with the board 
as to the need of a hog barn, amphi- 
theater, or, in fact, any other building, 
but it having been decided that they 
would go before the Thirty-first Gen- 
eral Assembly with a request for but 
one building, the question naturally 
arising was, which of the improve- 
ments was the most needed. Some 
of the members argued in favor of the 
hog barn, and others for the amphi- 
theater. Mr. Johnston, superintendent 
of the swine department at the fair, 
together with other members of the 
board, set forth the urgent necessity 
of a new building in his department. 
He presented the matter in a very 
thorough manner, stating the disad- 
vantages the exhibitors were at in not 
having better pens and show rings 
in which to house their hogs. 

The need of a new amphitheater, 
of a thoroughly fire-proof character, 
was brought forcibly to the attention 
of the board by the incident of an 
alarm of fire occurring in an eating 
place some distance away during the 
last fair. This incident was faithfully 
described by Wallaces’ Farmer in its 


issue immediately after the fair as 
follows: 
“The blaze and smoke, however, 


caught the eye of some addle-pate in 
the quarter stretch who started the 
ery of ‘Fire!’ Only those who were 
facing the grand stand and saw the 
tremor that swept like a wave over 
the immense throng occupying it can 
appreciate by what a narrow margin 
a catastrophe greater than Iowa has 
ever seen was averted. A panic at 
that time would have resulted in the 
death or serious injury of hundreds 
and perhaps thousands of people. It 
Was a narrow escape, and a horror was 
averted only by the prompt assurance 
by level-headed persons scattered 
through the crowd that the alarm was 
a ‘fake,’ and the statement of fair 
officials that it was simply a practice 
run of the fire department. The inci- 
dent taught a lesson which should be 
heeded. Human lives are too precious 
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to be placed in jeopardy in such q 
fire trap as the present grand stang 
The amusement feature of the fair, as 
now conducted, is legitimate, and the 
immense crowds that seek admission 
to the grand stand each afternoon 
must be taken care of. A fire-proos 
structure should be provided before 
another fair. Iowa cannot afford tp 
risk the lives of six or eight thousanq 
of her citizens when the risk can }, 
eliminated by the expenditure 

few thousand dollars. This ne 
imperative.” 

The state board did not feel that 
could longer incur this responsi 
by preferring any building to a 
fire-proof amphitheater. 

We are all working to the same end 
for the improvement and continue 
success of the state fair, and to this 
end we should all pull together, even 
should we at times meet with r 
verses. 

We think we can safely say that there 
is not one member of the board who 
will not be just as well pleased ip 
seeing a new and commodius hog barn 
as the exhibitors in that department 
In fact they hope the time is not 
distant when the improvements upon 
the Iowa State Fair grounds will 


second to none, just as the Iowa State 
Fair is today. 
It was for this purpose that Mr

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CORN JUDGING CONTESTS. 


Corn judging contests held between 
students of agricultural colleges have 
led many county institutes to inaugu- 
rate such contests for the purpose of 
encouraging the boys to attend the in- 
stitute. This is a good thing, and if 
properly conducted will prove a very 
attractive feature of the institute 
work. For the benefit of institute 
officers who contemplate holding con- 
tests of this sort we give rules which 
should govern them: 

First—Each sample shall consist of 
ten ears. 

Second—Fifteen minutes shall be 
given each student for the placing of 
each sample. 

Third—Each_ student shall _ give 
orally his reasons for his placings, 
these reasons to be given only in the 
presence of the judges. 

Fourth—The student shall place the 
five best ears of each sample accord- 
ing to their excellence, the object be- 
ing to select those ears which will be 
most profitable for the grower if he 
were to engage in the business for 
the next ten years. 

Fifth—The student shall be marked 
chiefly on his placing of the first three 
ears. Placing the fourth and fifth ears 
is merely for the purpose of assisting 
the judges where competition is very 
close. 

Sixth—The student shall be given 
three minutes to make his oral report, 
having his samples judged before him 
at the time. 

Plank tables should be arranged 
upon which should be placed the sam- 
ples to be judged. Not more than two 
samples of ten ears each should be 
placed on one table. The ears in each 
sample should be numbered from one 
to ten by attaching a small tag to 
each ear by rubber band or string. In 
preparing the samples to be judged, 
four kernels should be taken from the 
center of each ear and placed imme- 
diately in front of the ear from which 
they are taken. The judges should 
do their work of placing the corn the 
day previous so that there will be no 
delay in awarding the prizes at the 
end of the contest. The students 
should be marked on the basis of sixty 
points for their work in placing the 
ears and forty points for the excel- 
lence of their reasons. 





FIRECRACKER BILL. 


Representative Offill, of Jasper 
county, has introduced a bill in the 
legislature of Iowa, which is now in 
session, prohibiting the manufacture, 
sale, or keeping for sale in this state 
any firecracker, cane or dynamite 
caps containing dynamite, chlorate of 
potash, or any other explosive except 
ordinary gun powder or saltpeter, sul- 
phur, and charcoal, and that no gun 
powder firecracker shall be sold or 
kept for sale except those that are 
not more than three-eighths of an inch 
in diameter and three inches in 
length. The bill provides for proper 
penalties for its violation. 

After the number of people that 
were killed last Fourth of July in the 
different states, the legislature should 
have no hesitation whatever in enact- 
ing a law of this kind, with penalties 
sufficient to put a stop to the use of 
these dangerous explosives. Human 
life is too precious to be risked merely 
to give the children of all ages an 
opportunity to make a great noise. it 
is not patriotic; it is not sensible. It 
is foolish, and dangerous, not merely 
to the noise-makers, but to sick and 
nervous people, to whom the Fourth 
of July has become a day of torture. 





NURSE CROPS ON MISSOURI 
BOTTOM LAND. 


A subscriber from Ray county, Mis- 
souri, writes us that he has a piece 
of high, dry bottom land, which raises 
fine wheat, but which he was unable 
to get into wheat last fall. He desires 
to put it in alfalfa next fall, and wishes 
to know what crop would be prefer- 
able to grow on it next summer. He 
says that oats grow too much to straw, 
and wants to know how barley 
would do. 

We don’t know of any better crop 
than barley which he can use, and we 
would advise sowing a bushel and a 
peck of Manshury to the acre about 
a week after he would ordinarily sow 
oats. This will ripen about the same 
time as winter wheat, and will give 
plenty of time after the crop is re- 
moved to disk the land thoroughly 
three or four times, and thus fit it 
for seeding to alfalfa in August. It 
is possible that he might grow a crop 
of speltz, but we believe we would 
prefer Manshury barley for that kind 
of land in that climate.

WALLACES’ FARMER 


OUR BREEDING INTERESTS. 


(H. C. Wallace, associate editor of 
Wallaces’ Farmer, before the Amer- 
ican Breeders’ Association.) 

It is exceedingly difficult to discuss 
the subject assigned me within the 
limits necessarily prescribed by this 
association. So all-embracing is _ it 
that regard for your patience makes 
it imperative that a very large part 
of it be lopped off at the very be- 
ginning. 

Live stock breeders in the United 
States can be divided into four 
classes, more or less distinct, but dove- 
tailing together: First, the specn- 
lator; second, the rich business man; 
third, the farmer breeder; fourth, the 
true breeder. 

Taking up these classes in the order 
named, the speculator is a fair 
weather friend. He is a free lover. 
He may have a special fondness for 
some variety of live stock or some par- 
ticular breed of that variety, but he 
never permits his affections to become 
seriously engaged. He is a mercenary. 
He is in the business for the money 
there is in it. When there is no 
longer any money in it he gets out. 
The speculator comes in when prices 
are on the up grade, when the out- 
look is favorable. He is usually him- 
self a good judge of live stock, but 
if he is not he is shrewd enough to 
employ a good judge. He is a man 
of good executive ability, has good 
equipment for caring for stock, and 
understands the importance of good 
care and liberal feeding. He buys 
freely, selecting animals of good in- 
dividual merit and of breeding which 


is coming into fashion. He scrupu- 
lously observes all the fads and 
fancies and panders to them. He al- 


ways goes with, not counter to, the 
tide. He is particular in observing 
the amenities of the breeding fra- 
ternity. He endeavors to make every 
prospective buyer a friend. He re- 
ligiously attends the sales of all 
breeders or speculators of any prom- 
inence, and judiciously buys just 
enough animals to place the seller 
under obligations to come to his sales 
and buy of him, and just as few as 
he possibly can and still accomplish 
his purpose. He always keeps at the 
head of his herd sires of the greatest 
possible excellence, sires that are 
noted in the breed and for which he 
pays long prices. He quietly picks up 
here and there at low prices good com- 
mon females which can be brought out 
by the good feeding and care which 
he knows how to give them. These 
females he breeds to his noted sires. 
When he holds his public sales he 
offers a number of females of the 
breeding then most in demand, but a 
very large percentage of his offering 
is composed of the cheaper females 
he has picked up and fitted. The 
speculator is a liberal advertiser. He 
is an adept in looking after the little 
things which make customers feel 
happy and liberal—and sometimes 
jovial. As a result he makes high 
averages at his sales. When clouds 
appear in the sky, if he has_ kept 
things well in hand, he is able to 
get under cover before the downpour. 
At the last he often closes out his 
entire herd at private treaty just be- 
fore the dark days come to some un- 
suspecting and ambitious breeder who 
is dazzled by the success the specu- 
lator has-made and thinks he can do 
likewise. The speculator is often a 
good business man but never a philan- 


thropist. He often makes money out 
of the business, but he is never a real 
breeder. 

The rich business man who goes 
into the business of breeding live 
stock is animated by purer motives 
than the speculator. He was raised 


on a farm, usually, and the love for it 
has never left him. All his life he 
has in a hazy sort of way looked for- 
ward to some time when he would get 
back to the country. When he has 
accumulated a competence, when his 
business has become profitable, he 
sees the opportunity not to get back 
to the farm but to get in touch with 
it again. He would not be contented 
to drop out of the business world and 
bury himself in the country, but he 
gets pleasure and recreation in main- 
taining a farm within convenient dis- 
tance of his place of business and 
establishing there a herd of pure bred 
stock of some sort.

stuff as grade. The statement is made 
freely and positively that the pedi- 
greed animals will not eat any more; 
that they require no more care in the 
way of shelter, and very little more 
bother in the way of keeping up the 
records. The experience of stock 
breeders will not justify these asser- 
tions. The breeding and improvement 
of live stock is both a science and an 
art. It cannot be conducted success- 
fully without the closest sort of per- 
sonal attention, and the breeder must 
have, to begin with, a love for the 
work. He must have to some extent 
the soul of an artist who is willing to 
take a large percentage of his pay in 
the satisfaction it gives him in pro- 
ducing something better than others 
produce, in molding the animal form, 
in studying the laws of breeding and 
endeavoring to apply them in his own 
herd. When the breeding and im- 
provement of domestic animals takes 
its rightful place the average farmer 
will find it more satisfactory to leave 
it to the specialist. 

The true breeder differs from the 
speculator radically; to a great extent 
he differs from the rich business man, 
although the latter must have in him 
some of the elements which make the 
true breeder of live stock. He differs 
as radically from the farmer breeder 
as he does from the speculator. He 
is a man who is absorbed in the work 
of improving stock. He thinks about 
them, lives for them. He loves stock 
begin with; loves to handle and 
care for it. He is willing to sacrifice 
his time and his hours of rest to make 


to 


his stock comfortable or to do what 
is needed to be done for them. He 
has the faculty of forming in his 


mind an ideal which he is constantly 


striving to develop. He has visions 
of what he expects to accomplish in 
five years, or ten years, or twenty 
years, in the future. With him the 
work of breeding is largely a labor 
of love. This love is not changed by 


the ups and downs of the breed. The 
breeding of live stock is his life work, 
and ends only with his death or with 
financial reverses so severe that they 
absolutely drive him out of the busi- 
ness. No permanent improvement 
has ever been made in any breed of 
live stock except by the true breeder. 
He works and plans for years with- 
out making much noise about it, and 
without being particularly well known. 
If he has worked successfully and 
planned wisely some day other breed- 
ers and others interested in live stock 
awake to the fact that he has de- 
veloped a type distinctly superior to 
the ordinary type, and that the ani- 
mals which he has developed have in 
them that capacity for transmitting 
their own excellences without which 
no breeding animal possesses value 
superior to the grade. In other words, 
he has made the pedigree a vital, act- 
thing. With him it is not simply 
a few names written on a piece of 
paper; it is an invisible but potent 
force which shows itself in the ani- 
mals themselves and in their progeny. 
The true breeder never permits him- 
self to be carried away with boom 
prices. On the other hand, he in- 
clines to the conservative. He seldom 
enters the strife for making high aver- 
ages at his public sales. He does not 
Swap notes. He seldom enters the 
arena of the show ring, because he 
has found that highly fitted animals 
are often useless in the breeding herd. 
He is a good feeder. His breeding 
herd is always in good flesh but never 


lve 











fat. He believes that the capacity to 
put on flesh is transmitted to the off- 
spring. He knows not only every in- 
dividual animal in his herd, but he 
knows the peculiarities of each indi- 
vidual. His herd has been built up 
through a long series of years, but 
not by indiscriminate purchases. 
While he buys judiciously when he 
finds an animal which he thinks will 
strengthen his herd, yet the herd is 
largely of one or two strains of breed- 
ing, and as a result a sire that will 
nick well with one of the females 
usually nicks well with all. The years 
spent in studying nature’s laws bring 
their reward—if not in a pecuniary 
way, at least in the consciousness of 
having done something that was worth 
the doing. If in the fullness of years 
the true breeder can hand over his 
work to sons grown up under his 
tutelage and upon whom he can de- 
pend to carry out his plans, he can 
pass on well content. For no class of 
men live less blameless lives. 

The number of true breeders is few. 
They can almost be counted on the 
fingers of the two hands, but they 
have done a mighty work. For every 
dollar they have made for themselves 
they have made ten thousand, yes, 
tens of thousands, for their fellow 
men. They have condensed the good 
qualities of many animals into indi- 
viduals and through them sent it forth 
to battle against mediocrity. They 
have added to the contentment and 
happiness of all growers of live stock 
who will take advantage of their work, 
and to the prosperity of the entire 
American people. As time goes on 
may their numbers increase and may 
their rewards be commensurate with 
their deserts.

PASTEURIZE THE MILK AND 
CREAM. 

We hope the legislature of Iowa, and 
the legislatures that may be in session 
in adjoining states as well, 
adjourn until they enact a law which 
will require every creamery, whether 
it handles whole milk or cream, or 
both, to pasteurize the skim-milk or 
buttermilk, as the case may be, before 
selling it or returning it to the patrons 
to be fed to live stock. 

One reason for doing this, which we 
have urged lo, these many years, is 
that by being pasteurized it will keep 
sweet for twenty-four hours in any 
kind of weather, and hence will be in 
condition to feed to calves without 
danger of indigestion. This in itseif 
is sufficient justification for a rigid 
law on this subject; and the more so 
because pasteurizing involves a merely 
nominal expense in any well managed 
creamery. 

There is, however, another and more 
potent reason. It is a well known fact 
to all who have given any sort of at- 
tention to the subject, that tubercu- 
losis exists among hogs in dairy sec- 
tions; not, however, as we have ascer- 
tained by a very careful investigation, 
to as great an extent as was supposed 
during tne last summer, but to an ex- 
tent sufficient to make the pasteuriz- 
ing of skim-milk an imperative neces- 


sity. The evidence indicates that 
hogs do not readily take tuberculosis 
through the nostrils. They take it 


most readily through the stomach or 
by feeding on milk which contains 
tuberculosis germs. Hence if the milk 
from one herd of tuberculous cows be 


taken by a creamery and _ returned 
without being pasteurized, there is 
danger of spreading the disease 


through the entire neighborhood. 

The tuberculosis germ is killed by 
a temperature of 160 degrees, which 
does not spoil the taste of the milk 
ner injure it for feeding. If this is 
not done, there will be trouble through- 
out all the country. “A word to the 
wise is (or should be) sufficient,” and 
we. hope that every patron of the 
creamery in any state in which Wal- 
laces’ Farmer circulates will take the 
first opportunity of calling the atten- 
tion of his representative in the leg- 
islature to this subject, whenever that 
legislature may meet. 


DAIRY COW RATIONS. 


A Woodbury 
spondent writes: 

“I am milking eight cows. Would 
like to get the best results in milk 
possible. Will you please give me a 
balanced ration for dairy cows with 
the following feeds at command: 
Clover hay, $5.50 per ton; wild hay, 
$4.50 per ton; oil meal, $1.60 per hun- 
dredweight; oats, 24 cents per bushel; 
corn, 32 cents per bushel; bran, 80 
cents per hundredweight; shorts, $1.00 
per hundredweight. At the present 
time I am feeding twenty pounds 
clover hay, two pounds oil meal, three 
pounds middlings, and seven pounds 
bran. How is this for a ration? Or 
can I get better results cheaper?” 

This is the first correspondent we 
have heard from, so far as we can 
remember, who is feeding a ration to 
dairy cows that contains more protein 
than they need. Investigations con- 
ducted by Professor Woll, of Wiscon- 
sin, and Professor Haecker, of Minne- 
sota, indicate that the dairy cow in 
a good flow of milk needs about 2.2 
pounds of digestible protein per day 
and about 12 to 13 pounds of carbo- 
hydrates and fat, and this is the basis 
we figure on in recommending rations 
in answer to questions from our 
readers. Taking our correspondent’s 
ration, he is feeding 3.184 pounds of 
protein per day per cow and 13.882 
pounds of carbohydrates and fat. In 
other words, he is feeding almost a 
pound more of protein per day than 
he needs to feed. The cost of this 
ration per head per day figures 17.3 
cents, which is no doubt entirely too 
high in proportion to what our corre- 
spondent is getting from his cows. He 
is feeding more protein than the cows 
can use unless they are exceptional 
cows and giving a very large yield of 
milk. If he will take 20 pounds of 
clover hay as a basis, 8 pounds of corn, 
and 1 pound of oil meal, he will have 
a well balanced ration at the cost of 
about 11% cents, or, to be exact, 11.66 
cents.

make the change indicated and watch 
the cows carefully and see how they 
do on the new ration. If they do not 
hold up in their milk he could add a 
pound of bran to the grain ration. We 
think he will find, however, that they 
will do just as well. 


A Linn county, Iowa, correspondent 
writes: 

“Will you kindly inform me as to 
the most economical ration for dairy 
cows to feed with shredded fodder? 
Bran, $15 per ton; shorts, $17; oats, 
23 cents per bushel, with an additional 
4% cents for grinding; corn, 30 cents 
per bushel.” 

This ration goes to the other ex- 
treme. Our correspondent cannot 
make a satisfactory balanced and eco- 
nomical ration from the feeds he 
names. He should get either some 
cotton seed meal, oil meal, alfalfa 
meal, or something of this sort to go 
with the feed he has. He could make 
a very good ration by taking 20 pounds 
of the shredded fodder as a basis, and 
for a grain feed giving 4 pounds of 
corn, 2 pounds cotton seed and 5 
pounds bran. This will give him about 
the right proportion. Not knowing the 
price at which he can obtain cotton 
seed and oil meal, we do not know the 
most economical way to feed them. 
But to have his cows do their very 
best he must get something rich in 
protein in addition to the feeds named. 
He should investigate and determine 


what he can buy cheapest. 
A Minnesota correspondent writes: 
“I feed ensilage, straw, shredded 


corn fodder, and ground oats and rye 
to my dairy cows in the proportion of 
one sack of rye to two sacks of oats. 
Oats are worth 24 cents per bushel, 
rye 57 cents per bushel, and it is a 
question in my mind whether the 
necessary protein cannot be secured 
more cheaply from oats alone. What 
do you think about it?” 

We think that our correspondent is 
feeding a rather expensive ration. He

ought to be able to secure bran and 
shorts in Minnesota at prices which 
would make them cheaper to feed than 
oats at 24 cents per bushel. He lacks 
protein feeds. He has all the cart 
hydrate feeds he needs in the ensilage 
straw, and shredded fodder, and he 
cannot make a balanced ration with 
these as a basis by using oats and rye 
The question for him, then, is to dé 





0- 


termine where he can buy protein 
cheapest. Take the protein in oats 
as a basis: When oats is worth 24 


cents per bushel, bran is worth $21 
a ton, linseed meai $47 a ton, and cot 
ton seed meal about $60 a ton He 
can probably buy bran at from $15 to 
$17 a ton at his station, and if so 
he would make money to sell the oats 
and buy bran. He can also buy oil 
meal and cotton seed meal cheaper 
than the prices above named. With 
regard to rye, he not gi’ 
the price of corn, but we are 
clined to think he will find 
cheaper than rye. Of course 
has the rye on hand and wants to 
feed it, rather than bother buying and 
hauling corn, he may be justified 
using it at the price named per bus! 
We would advise him to by all means 
ascertain prices at which he can |! 
protein feeds.

WALLACES’ FARMER 


COTTONWOOD AS A POST TIM- 
BER, AND METHODS OF PRO- 
LONGING ITS LIFE. 


To Wallaces’ Farmer: 

Mr. J. S. W., of Rock Rapids, Iowa, 
writes: 

“What is the usual length of life of 
cottonwood posts, and are there any 
methods that can be used to preserve 
such soft-wooded posts?” 

The common cottonwood, being a 
soft-wooded, quick-growing tree, is not 
at all durable in contact with the soil. 
Even when cut in late summer, peeled, 
ard thoroughly season, they will sel- 
dom last longer than two to _ four 
years. It is of course not a matter of 
economy to set posts for so short a 
time. The willow, which is also a 
quick-growing tree, has 
proven itself to be much more durable 
than the cottonwood. 

There are a number of simple 
methods of prolonging the life of our 
ordinary post timbers. The time of 
eutting influences durability more 
than is ordinarily supposed. If the 
trees are cut in .uze late summer from 
late July to September, during what 
the lumbermen call the second run- 
ning of the sap, peeled immediately, 
and thoroughly seasoned, they will 
last much longer than if cut during 
the winter when the cells are filled 
with reserve food material. Charring 
the lower third or fourth of the posts 
over a slow fire forms a layer of char- 
coal about the post which does much 
toward preventing rotting. 

There are several oils sold on the 
market under different trade names 
which are of considerable value in 
lengthening the life of posts. What- 
ever names these preservatives are 
sold under their chief constituent is 
the crude oil of tar. This oil is very 
penetrating, and if the lower portion 
of the pest is well soaked or given 
a coat or two with a brush it will ex- 
tend its durability for some time. 
This hasty outside application will, 
however, not be nearly as effective 
as the boiling of the posts in creosote 
or dead oil of tar for from fo .r to six 
hours. From experiments carried on 
at the Iowa Agricultural College and 
at the government testing plant in St. 
Louis it has been found that by this 
method of boiling posts of cottonwood, 
soft maple, box elder, and willow may 
be made to take up from turee to 
seven pounds of the creosote, which, 
because of its great antiseptic value, 
insures a life of two or three times 
ordinary length. This treatment costs 
from five to 10 cents per post, and is 
one which could be given with very 
little expense on any farm in the 
state. 

There are numerous chemical salts, 
such as chloride of zinc, etc., which 
are being used extensively by the rail- 
roads for the treatment of ties, but 
for the use of such salts it is neces- 
sary to have a plant in which the 
posts, ties, or poles can be put under 
pressure. H. P. BAKER.

NOTES FROM MEADOW FARM. 


To Wallaces’ Farmer: 

Our first big snow of the season 
came January 3d, when about twelve 
inches fell; on the 15th we had a few 
inches more. This will be good for 
the ground, and especially good for 
the meadows and pastures and next 
year’s crop. 

There will be an abundance of feed 
here to take the stock through the 
winter in fine condition. Few steers 
are on feed in this locality. 

There were six of us from this part 
of Decatur county in attendance at 
the short course at the Iowa Agricul- 
tural College. We all feel well paid 
for the trip in what we learned and 
in the opportunity we had to meet 
other farmers from all parts of the 
west. We feel that these short 
courses are doing great good for the 
general agriculture of the state. By 
close inquiry I found that most of 
the graduates of the different depart- 
ments of the college either had good 
positions or were doing well farming 
for themselves. 

When at the college I got all the 
data I could on the profits gained 
from saving corn fodder. I found men 
who thought it a waste of time and 
money. At the club where a number 
of us s.opped we discussed the sub- 
ject “Does It Pay .o Cut, Handle, and 
Feed Corn Fodder?” I took the affirm- 
ative, for I have fed fodder since I 
have been big enough to feed any- 
thing, and am feeding it this winter. 
I do not want to feed it another

The real joys of life come from a 
busy, useful, systematic way of spend- 
ing our time.

If women will take up these prac- 
tical and important questions, which 
are just beginning to attract public 
notice in various meetings for’ the 
benefit of farmers and their families, 
they will find that the term “Domestic 
Science” does not merely refer to 
cooking, but to right ways of living, 
the value of different foods, the venti- 
lation and sanitation of the home, the 
eare of children, and other questions 
of importance, and they will realize 
that a more earnest endeavor should 
be made by women to take a greater 
interest in their work of making happy 
homes.

THE BOY QUESTION. 


To Hearts and Homes: 

I do not wonder why so many boys 
spend so much of their time on the 
streets, or why so many leave home at 
an early age. It is because they have 
no privilege at home. They are never 
allowed a choice in any matter, but 
must simply abide by the judgment of 
their elders. They are never consulted 
in regard to plans about the work, but 
are driven to the worst of drudgery 
with never a word of praise or thanks, 
and all for what? What they can eat 
and wear, and perhaps a scant supply 


~at that. 


Now any parent with good common 
sense should know such treatment is 
unkind and unjust. You would not 
treat a hired servant in such a way, 
yet you expect your boys to submit to 
it without a word of complaint. A bet- 
ter way, by far, would be to consult 
them at times. Give them a chance to 
express their opinion once in a while, 
at least. 

I think it a very good plan to pay 
them for a part of their work, then if 
they want anything that you do not 
see fit to buy, they can use their own 
money at such times. It will give 
them an idea of the value of money. 
Our boys have each an account book, 
and as they earn their money it is 
properly set down in the book. If they 
want a little to spend they have the 
amount they want taken from the 
book. Their father keeps their money 
for them until they have saved enough, 
about fifty dollars, when it is placed 
in the bank to draw interest, and they 
add to it as they earn more. 

In many homes the boys are not 
even allowed any privilege in their 
own room, if they have one. They are 
never allowed to make a kite, or a ball, 
or saw or whittle the least bit, for fear 
they will make a muss. I am quite 
sure if you could see our rooms some- 
times you would think me a very un- 
tidy housekeeper, but I consider my 
boys are entitled to some rights in the 
home, so I allow them to do all sorts 
of work there, rather than oppose 
them in a little innocent and helpful 
amusement for the sake of being 
called a good housekeeper. I try to 
at least be a good home-keeper. We 
want our boys to stay with us as long 
as they will. We do not wish them to 
leave us on the ground that they have 
no privilege at home. I want a com- 
fortable home, one that all can enjoy. 

Many boys are not allowed a dog 
or a cat or anything as a pet, simply 
because their elders do not wish it. 
To such parents I would say, better let 
your boy have a pet of some kind than 
have him driven from home by your 
hardness of heart. Our boys once took 


a notion for Belgian hares. Their 
father did not want them to have 
them, but he allowed them to have 


their way. The result was our yard 
was beautifully ornamented with 
cages, and pens, and boxes of all sizes 
for the hares to live in, but the boys 
finally grew tired of them and sold 
them. The next thing they wanted 
was bees, but their father was afraid 
some of the smaller children would 
get stung, so he would have preferred 
to have done without the bees, but the 
boys were again allowed to do as they 
wished. They bought a few stands of 
bees. They were so successful, and 
their father enjoyed the honey so 
much, that they have bought more and 
are preparing to do a large business. 
Their father pays them for all the 
honey used at home, and they sold sev- 
eral dollars’ worth to the grocer and 
to neighbors. 

I think we, as parents, should deny 
ourselves sometimes to please’ the 
children, and not be too exacting. If 
we would have them stay with us, we 
should endeavor to make home a 
pleasant and happy place. Enter into 
their games and pleasures and be a 
boy with them at times, and you will 
be rewarded, for you will be happy by 
seeing them happy. They will not 
care to live on the streets if the home 
is what it should be. Many a boy has 
gone to ruin for the lack of friendship 
in the home. 

When cooking a meal, I try to please 
the boys as well as the older ones. 
Sometimes I cook an article two or 
three ways so that each one will have 
it served as he likes it best. Of course 
it is more trouble, but it pays. 

Now I am going to tell the mothers 
how to make the boys comfortable on 
cold winter nights. To keep the bed 
clothes in place during cold weather,

INEXPENSIVE AMUSEMENTS FOR 
CHILDREN. 


To Hearts and Homes: 

Anyone who is blessed with a family 
of children surely ought to make some 
effort to amuse them at home so that 
when they grow old enough to leave 
the home nest they will always look 
back to the days of childhood as the 
happiest time of their life. 

In selecting games or amusements 
it has always been my rule to choose 
those which will instruct as well as 
amuse, even for the little ones. 

A box of toothpicks is very inex- 
pensive, yet there are a multitude of 
things which may be done with it by 
the youthful owner with a lively im- 
agination. They may be used to make 
letters, stars, houses and yards, and 
fields which the young farmer will 
plant in imagination to many things. 
An apple with four legs, horns and tail 
of toothpicks makes a thoroughbred 
cow of fancy name. A prune served 
in the same way will be a prize Poland 
China pig. Another prune stuck fuil 
of toothpicks will make a very realis- 
tic porcupine, and then the child will 
want to know all about the porcupine, 
and this wiil lead to knowing about 
other animals beside the domestic 
ones, and this in turn will lead to the 
countries where they live, so you see 
it will be a never ending source of 
amusement to the child and it will ab- 
sorb an amount of information that 
will be of use to it in after life or 
when it enters school. 

Dominoes are good to teach addi- 
tion, and a set may be bought for a 
few cents. All children love to play 
them. I remember when I made a set 
for myself out of pieces of pine and 
the dots were put on with a piece of 
charcoal. 

Cut inch squares from cardboard, 
and on these paste with flour paste let- 
ters cut from newspapers, and figures 
from old calendars. A number of 
games may be played with the letter 
sets; words may be spelled with them, 
the one finishing the word taking it 
and the one who gets the most cards 
wins the game. Sentences may be 
made, then jumbled up and given to 
another one to put together again; and 
then some subject may be selected, 
such as animals or birds, and all the 
cards turned letter side down, then 
each in turn will turn over a letter 
and the one who can think of an ani- 
mal beginning with that letter gets the 
card, and the one getting the most 
cards wins the game. 

Perforated drawing cards may be 
made by pasting some perfect picture, 
animal, bird, house, or flower, onto a 
piece of cardboard, and making the 
perforations with a sharp chisel, not 
quite cutting the picture out, but leav- 
ing little spaces to hold the picture in 
place. This is gone over with a sharp 
lead pencil, marking through the per- 
forations and then removing the pat- 
tern and filling in the spaces with the 
pencil. This will train the hand to 
draw and make the eye true. These 
pictures may be colored and thus the 
child get a good idea of color work. 

A paper of cheap pins and some 
scraps of calico will give a great deal 
of pleasure to a little girl, and she will 
be incidentally learning to sew, which 
is something that every woman should 
know how to do. 

A cup of beans or shelled corn will 
aid in studying arithmetic and make 
many hard places smooth after the 
child has started to school.

Much has occurred in the life of 
Christ since the temptation of which 
we have a record in the last lesson 
It is well for us in studying His life 
to place in our own minds the various 
events in their proper order. No one 
has yet succeeded in arranging the 
various events of the life of Christ 
in perfect chonological order, for the 
reason that these four gospels are 
merely fragments of His sayings and 
doings, and we cannot get the com- 
plete chronological order without all 
of the facts. None the less should 
we aim to place the various facts as 
clearly as possible in their proper 
order. 

Shortly after Jesus returned from 
the temptation He had made the ac- 
quaintance of two of the disciples of 
John the Baptist, John and Andrew, 
of Simon, Phillip and Nathaniel, all 
of whom professed faith in Him as 
the Messiah. He had aitended the 
wedding at Cana of Galilee. He and 
His mother’s family had made a short 
visit at Capernaum. In connection 
with some of His disciples He had 
attended the festival at Jerusalem, 
where by his rebuke of temple abuses, 


He had incurred the enmity of the 
Jewish leaders. He had also made 
the acquaintance of Nicodemus. He 


and His disciples baptized 
country places around Jeru- 
salem, until the disciples were drawn 
into the dispute which had been going 
on for some time between John’s dis- 
ciples and the Jews concerning bap- 
tism. Unwilling to have His disciples 
irawn into these disputes about things 
of minor importance He had retired 
from Judea, spent a short time in 
Samaria, had healed the son of the 
king’s officer at Cana, and subsequent- 
ly attended a feast at Jerusalem, prob- 
ibly the feast of the Passover, where 
He healed the impotent man at the 
Pool of Bethesda, and drew out the 
opposition of the Pharisees or church 
party This closes what might be 
lled the first period of His ministry. 
He now opens the second period 
taking up His permanent residence 
lilee, with Capernaum as His 
eadquarters. After assuming His 
istry He had made a careful sur- 
y of His life work. The object 
ch He had in view was to convince 

Jews. that He was indeed the 
‘ iah of which the prophets had 
spoken. He had carefully studied the 
be ngs of what we might call the 
h party of Jerusalem, and saw 
clearly that His claims would 
itterly opposed. He had with 
carefulness studied Galilee and 
I ple, and saw clearly that among 
wl mple-minded people, farmers, 
vsnermen, merchants, and artisans, 
was a better field for missionary work 
Jerusalem. It should be re-

| membered that at this time Galilee 


was a densely populated country. 
Agriculturally speaking, it was the 
very garden of Israel; the people 


dwelling in little towns and villages, 
plain, simple-minded folk, cultivating 
their fields in the neighborhood of the 
villages, cherishing the simple faith of 
the true Israelite, and comparatively 
free from the pride and assumption 
of superiority which prevailed among 
all classes in aristocratic Jerusalem. 
To accomplish His work He needs 
helpers, and to call four of His future 
disciples, not to faith in Him but to 
co-operation with Him in His work 
and in His sufferings, seems to have 
been the object of His special visit 
to the Sea of Galilee. We can 
imagine Him passing through the fish- 
ing town on this beautiful lake on 
the morning after a very stormy night. 
His miracles in Cana, and also the 
report of His doings in Jerusalem at 
the two visits of which we have record, 
had created an intense excitement, 
and His return to Galilee attracted 
great crowds that followed Him from 
village to village. So great was the 
crowd that when He saw Simon and 
Andrew, James and John washing the 
gravel out of their nets after an un- 
profitable night’s fishing, He asks 
Simon if he will be kind enough to 
push his boat off a little bit and let 
Him use it for a pulpit. We can 
imagine Simon, worn out with the toil 
of the sleepless night and the busy 
morning, sitting in the shadow and 
listening with new wonderment to the 
wonderful story of Divine compassion 
which fell from His lips as He talked 
to the crowd that was thirsting to 
hear what seemed to them as the 
voice of one of the old prophets. 
What He said is not recorded, but we 
can well imagine that it followed the 
line of much of the Sermon on the 
Mount, and was copiously illustrated 
with symbolism that would be clearly 
understood by the simple-minded 
country people. There were as yet no 
scribes or Pharisees from Jerusalem 
to poison their minds, and they them- 
selves had not yet begun to imagine 
that He was a political reformer, or 
an aspirant to the throne of David, 
now occupied by the usurper Herod. 
As evening came on and the people 
were dispersed to their homes He sug- 
gested to Simon that he and his 
brother should try the fishing. Simon 
was an old and experienced fisherman 
and naturally came to the conclusion 
that as they had toiled all the night 
before, when the fishing was presum- 
ably at its best, it would be of no 
use to try it by daylight: “Master, 
we toiled all night and took nothing: 





but at thy word I will let down the 
nets.” When the great school of fish 
came tumbling in and he had _ to 


beckon to John and James, his fellow 
fishermen and partners, to come and 
help him handle the fish, Peter under- 
stood Jesus as he never did before. 
From his point of view, no eye but 
Omniscience could have detected that 
great school of fish, and Simon fell 
at Jesus’ knees, crying, ‘““‘Depart from 
me; for I am a sinful man, O Lord.” 

There is, when we think of it, a 
profound philosophy in all this. It is 
the recognition of superiority that re- 
veals to our consciousness our own 
inferiority—the sight of a pure life 
that brings us to a sense of our own 
imperfection. When the boy unaccus- 
tomed to refined society first meets 
with people of culture and refinement, 
he is ill at ease and does not know 
what to do with his hands and feet. 
He sees for the first time what cui- 
ture and refinement are, and becomes 
painfully conscious of his lack of it. 
Fortunate is he, if he then and there 
resolves that he will acquire in time 
that refinement of manners which has 


so deeply impressed him. The boy 
from the common school or high 
school may have thought himself a 


great orator; but when he first hears 
a great master of oratory he sees at 
once how small and ridiculous are his 
attainments. Association with a pure- 
minded, high-toned lady or gentleman 
reveals to us how much of real man- 
hood we lack. In short, in any line 
it is only the recognition of superiority 
that reveals to us our own inferiority. 

When the youthful Isaiah, a priest 
in the temple, saw the vision of the 
Most High, he exclaimed, “Woe is 
me! for I am undone; because I am 
a man of unclean lips, and I dwell

not be moved by the rebukes of his 
friends, but when the Lord answered 
him out of the whirlwind he saw clear- 


ly his own shortcomings, and ex- 
claimed: “But now mine eye seeth 
thee: Wherefore I abhor myself, and 


repent in dust and ashes.” Many more 
illustrations of this law .are to be 
found in the Old Testament and the 
New; for example, Moses at the burn- 
ing bush; Manoah at the sacrifice. 

In general the arguments for re- 
ligion, whether from the pulpit or in 
every-day life, do not move men ex- 
cept by the force of the power of the 
life behind them. It is not the words 
but the power which the man infuses 
into the words that moves the human 
soul. Simon did not stop to philoso- 
phize about how that school of fishes 
came. He saw that he was in the 
presence of more than man—saw it 
so clearly that he was ready to close 
out his business and be an associate 
and co-worker with Him whether for 
life or death. James and John, 
Simon’s partners, whether partnership 
as we understand it or mere asso- 
ciation and mutual helpfulness, shared 
the same spirit, and they, too, with 
Andrew, became hereafter fishers of 
men. 

These four, with eight others, yet to 
be chosen, were to become fishers of 
men. He chose them not, as we would 
say, from the theological schools, as 
He did Paul afterwards, but from busi- 
ness life, and these four from a busi- 
ness which required careful study and 
close observation of everything that 
had any bearing whatever upon the 
business. They were students of the 
water and its relation to the habits 
of fish. They were students of the 
various kinds of fish that at that time 
swarmed in the Lake of Galilee, and 
adepts in the art of taking them, 
whether by net or hook; and in their 
after life as associates and finally as 
leaders in the work of reformation 
they could bring to bear their previ- 
ous studies and experience. They 
were to catch men by understanding 
them, their habits, tastes, inclinations, 
by understanding their motives, their 
weaknesses, and thus molding and 
shaping their lives. 

The field of the labor of these and 
the other apostles was limited to the 
Jewish people, whose habits, modes 
of thought, and previous education 
they thoroughly understood. When it 
was desired to bring more highly edu- 
cated and more philosophic nations to 
the knowledge of the truth He chose 
another kind of leader altogether, a 
man profoundly educated in all that 
Rome or Jerusalem could teach, and 
committed to him the work of catch- 
ing this type of men.

PASTURE FOR BROOD SOWS. 
A Morgan county, Illinois, corre- 
spondent asks if twenty acres of good 


corn land, which yielded sixty bushels 
of corn per acre last year, would not 
provide 
head of brood sows and. their pigs in 
a normal season, if the field was 
sowed to oats, a little rye, timothy, 
and clover, and the hogs not turned 
on until May 15th. He wishes to 
know if this would not be as sure a 
way as any to get a good stand of 
grass. 

We would not sow oats alone, but 
say a bushel of oats and half a bushel 
of barley, with eight pounds of clover 
and twelve pounds of timothy. This 
would in an ordinary season be ample. 
Our reason for adding the barley is 
to give variety. There would be no 
objection to a small amount of winter 
rye, which in all probability would 
not head out, although it might if 
sown very early. Spring rye would 
be less objectionable. If we sowed 
Manshury or beardless barley, we 
would sow late oats, the object being 
to get grains that will mature at dif- 
ferent periods. 

We think that in all probability the 
brood sows will not keep this grain 
down, and it will yield a considerable 
crop of hay, when the barley is nearly 
ripe and the oats begin to turn. At 
least this has been our experience 
under similar conditions. 





FATTENING HOGS. 


A Harrison county, Iowa, corre- 
spondent writes: 

“I would like your opinion as to 
whether it would be desirable to fat- 
ten hogs in a small pen or give them 
plenty of room for exercise. What 
would be the best ration for the most 
profitable gains?” 

It is hard for us to tell what our 
correspondent means by a small pen. 
We do not think it is a good plan to 
allow fattening hogs to run all over 
the farm, for two or three reasons. 
One is that they get more exercise 
than they need to keep in _ good 
thrift; and another is that they are 
not as likely to be on hand regularly 
for their feed. We think, however, 
they should have a good, roomy place 
where they have opportunity to take 
plenty of exercise and keep their 
digestive organs in good condition. 
We do not believe in the idea of put- 
ting fattening hogs in a small 10x12- 
foot pen 





DUROC JERSEY AND JERSEY 
RE 


One of our subscribers writes: 

“There has been an argument as to 
whether there is any difference in the 
breed of Duroc Jersey hogs and Jer- 
sey Reds. Will you please tell me 
through the columns of your paper 
the difference?” 

There is no difference between these 
two breeds. When there were few 
Duroc Jerseys the name “Jersey Red” 
was quite generally applied as a sort 
of nickname to the red hogs, we pre- 
sume on account of the scarcity of 
hogs of that color. Duroc Jersey, how- 
ever, is the proper name, and the only 
distinct breed of red hogs of which 
we have any knowledge. There is a 
growing tendency among breeders to 
ordinarily drop the Jersey and use the 
one word, Durocs. 





HOG HOUSES. 


A Shelby county, 
ent writes: 

“IT would like to know which kind 
of individual hog houses you can 
recommend as cheapest to make from 
stock boards and groved roofing. I 
have a good deal of this kind of ma- 
terial on hands. In making the “V” 
houses what are the dimensions? Are 
they better floored than not?” 

We think that, everything con- 
sidered, our correspondent will like 
the “V” house better than the other 
style. We like it ourselves better than 
any individual house we have used. 
They are made eight feet square on 
the ground, with the sides nine feet 
six inches long. We think it is much 
better to floor them, not only because 
it strengthens the house but because 
it keeps the pigs drier than on the 
dirt floor. Frames are made of 2x4’s, 
and it will pay to put on a 
layer of building paper before putting 
on the sides. These houses can be 
easily moved on skids to any part of

FALL PIGS. 


To Wallaces’ Farmer: 

Sometime since you requested com- 
munications from such of your read- 
ers as had had experience in raising 
fall pigs. On September 21, 1904, a 
pure bred Duroc Jersey sow farrowed 
seven red pigs for me, six of which 
lived. Until they were nearly three 
months old I fed nothing but sweet 
milk, but they had the run of the 
farm and could follow stock. Then I 
fed shorts and oats scalded or mixed 
with sweet milk twice a day, and all 
the corn they would eat. On the 19th 
day of April I sold them at an aver- 
age weight of 242 pounds, bringing 
me exactly $12.00 per head. This 
winter [I have a litter of eight that 
were farrowed September 19th last, 
and will now average 110 pounds. I 
think by May Ist they will do as well 
as the others. 


M. C. BARKLEY. 
Sac county, Iowa. 
Answering a recent inquiry in the 
Farmer concerning fall pigs, I like 


to have my fall pigs farrowed not 
later than November. I feed the sows 
light for a few days, gradually increas- 
ing the feed until they are on full 
feed. Just as soon as the pigs begin 
to eat I give them a side table where 
they cannot he molested by the older 
hogs. I aim to feed a balanced ration,

which for me is separator skim-milk 
and corn. My pigs very seldom get 
slop, but all the warm milk and corn 
they will eat. While the feed is very 
important, I think the sleeping quar- 
ters equally important. They must 
have a warm place, and it must be 
kept dry. I change their bedding al 
most every day through the winter 
With plenty of warm skim-milk and 
corn and a dry bed they will make an 
average gain of a pound a day, start 
to finish. I sell them at 200 to 225 
pounds. Handled in this way there 
is plenty of money for me in fall pigs 
the skim-milk and corn make a cheat 
ration.

OUR WEEKLY MARKET LETTER. 

Chicago, Jan. 29.—Less strength has 
been shown in the wheat market re- 
cently, and heavy offerings have de- 
pressed prices on different occasions. The 
visible supply of wheat has continued to 
increase rather fast, and the demand for 
tlour has abated a good deal, leaving such 
large accumulations at northwestern 
milling points that several leading mills 
remained closed. The corn market con- 
tinues active, and prices show firmness 
at most country points, although sales 
are made at lower figures than were ob- 
tained early in the season. There is no 
lack of good corn in the country, al- 
though complaints are heard occasionally 
that the corn has not dried very well. 
Most of such reports come from Indiana, 
and lIowa farmers report corn in good 
condition and going into beef, pork, and 
mutton steadily. The singularly mild, 
open winter changed recently, and bliz- 
zards throughout the west have done a 
good deal of injury in different ways. 
Shipments of live stock and other farm 
products have been retarded, telegraphic 
and telephone communication was inter- 
rupted, and live stock on the southwest- 
ern ranches has succumbed in large num- 
bers. Country produce continues to have 
a large sale, but word comes from Kansas 
that egg speculators have met with great 
losses, the mild weather early in the 
winter having led them to stock up heav- 
ily in cold storage warehouses. The mild 
weather started the hens to laying, and 
the storage eggs are left on their hands. 
Chicago has been having a great poultry 
show, and while it lasted twenty poultry 
clubs held their annual meetings. The 
show was a great success, drawing a big 
attendance, and a Chicago public school 
principal was the proud exhibitor of a 
silver-spangled Wyandotte which he 
claimed as the ideal hen. This hen was 
the result of four years of careful breed- 
ing from a cross between Hamburg and 
White Wyandotte chickens. Over $10,000 
in prizes was distributed to exhibitors. 
During the show sales were made of four 
Barred Plymouth Rocks at $200, and eggs 
sold at $5.00 to $15.00 per sitting. 

Although the cattle receipts last week 
were kept down by country shippers, 
there were more than enough much of 
the time as the recent extremely large 
receipts had enabled the packers to stock 
up with enough beef to last for some 
time. A brief rally in prices early Mon- 
day morning was followed by weak and 
lower markets later in the week, the 
weakness starting before Monday's close. 
Cattle received Monday were still for 
sale two days later, and many sellers 
found prices not as good as they had 
hoped for. A bad feature of the market 
was the continued large marketing of 
short-fed cattle, many of them lacking 
fat and selling much lower than they 
would have done had they been kept in 
the feed lot long enough. There is an 
abundance of corn, and experienced feed- 
ers are taking the steps necessary to pro- 
duce choice beeves, a class sadly lack- 
ing at present, but average stockmen are 
evidently afraid of feeding much corn 
to their stock. A few cattle sold last 
week at $6.25, with the next best sale 
at $6.10, the greater part of the steers 
offered going over the scales between 
$4.25 and $5.50. Choice beeves sold at 
$5.50 and upward, with a good grade 
offered as low as $5.25, and export steers 
selling at $4.85 to $5.50. The poorer class 
of steers found buyers at $3.25 to $4.25. 
Cows and heifers have shown, as usual, 
more firmness than steers, buyers paying 
$2.90 to $5.00 for butcher stock, while 
canners and cutters went at $1.25 to 
2.85. Good sales of bulls took place at 
$2.25 to $4.00, with stags selling at $2.65 
to $4.75 and calves at $2.50 to $8.25 per 
100 pounds. Buyers paid $25 to $50 per 
head for milkers and springers, with an 
occasional sale of a fancy cow at $55 
or $60, and a fancy Holstein milker, such 
as cannot be found in the market once 
a month, brought $70. The stocker and 
feeder trade’ has been extremely ani- 
mated of late at advancing prices, with 
not enough received to go around, and 
recent sales were made at $4.00 to $4.60 
for medium to prime feeders, common to 
good stockers finding buyers at $2.50 to 
$4.25. The most pressing demand is for 
S good class of cattle to send to feed 
ots. 

The packers evidently were displeased 
last week when prime hogs advanced to 
$5.70 per 100 pounds, making still another 
record-breaking figure. They managed 
to force a decline subsequently, and great 
stress was placed on the report that was 
industriously circulated that the Euro- 
pean demand was slackening up for 
American hog products, and that the 
prices which are asked for meats is the 
cause. The packers fully understand 
that the farmers are holding large num- 
bers of hogs, which they firmly refuse 
to part with below $5.00, and they still 
hope to see these droves headed market- 
ward below that figure, although within 
a few days farmers living in Illinois -and 
Ohio have been selling their hogs at the 
nearest stations for $5.25. t is a re- 
markable fact that despite all the talk 
of the abundance of hogs, February is 
here at last, and large stocks of pro- 
visions are apparently as far off as ever. 
Foreigners have been enormous buyers 
of American hog products, and the home 
consumption of cured meats, lard, and 
fresh pork products is enormous. The 
quality of the hogs seeking a market 
could not be better, the offerings running 
largelv to butcher lots weighing from 200 
to 250 pounds. There is an excellent 
shipping demand from eastern points, and 
this makes good competition between 
buyers. Prime heavy hogs are scarce 
and command a premium. At the close 
of the week hogs sold at $5.30 to $5.55, 
the top price being only 5 cents lower 
than a week earlier. 

Plenty of sheep and lambs for a month 
to come are assured, and there is a prob- 
ability that less strength will be shown 
in prices than heretofore unless sheep- 
men act conservatively in making their 
shipments to the various markets of the 
country. Colorado and other big feed lots 
are now ready to dispose of their large 
holdings, and near-by stations are full of 
sheep. The Chicago market of late has 
been governed a good deal by the Buffalo 
market, and when that market gets over- 
stocked, as frequently happens, the big 
western market is apt to weaken. The 
consumption of mutton seems to be as 
large as ever, but the market gets over- 
supplied with sheep and lambs every lit- 
tle while, and then values go off, recover- 
ing later when the receipts are curtailed.

the business intelligently have done well, 
and last week saw prime western feeder 
lambs taken at $7.20 per 100 pounds for 
shipment to Michigan, marking still an> 
other high record. At the close of the 
week sheep were salable at $3.25 to $5.90, 
yearlings at $6.00 to $6.75, and lambs at 
$5.75 to $7.65. 

Horses are marketed with a liberality 
that shows there are plenty of them in 
the country, and Iowa farmers are still 
contributing a generous share. Breeding 
has been carried on much more extensive- 
ly in recent years than for a considerable 
period preceding, and the result is seen 
now in the large marketings. The re- 
ceipts are much larger in numbers than 
a year ago, and on Monday of last 
week Chicago received 1,524 horses, which 
is the largest number received in a single 
day since April 10, 1905. Weakness in 
prices has resulted quite naturally de- 
spite a good general demand, and south- 
ern chunks have suffered a considerable 
decline, recent sales being made at $50 
to $110. Heavy draft horses are less act- 
ive at $160 to $220, while drivers are at- 
tracting a fair share of attention at $150 
to $250, a few selling up to $350, with 
common to fair drivers offered at $75 to 
$125. Farm mares are still meeting with 
good sales for shipment to agricultural 
sections at $75 to $125. Ww.

lo the HONORABLE HovuskE OF REPRESENTATIVES, Washington, D. C. 

Your attention is respectfully asked to the urgent necessity which now exists for the enactment of such 
legislation by Congress as will enable the farmers of the United States to use untaxed denaturized alcohol 
as a motor fuel in farm engines, and for heating, ighting and cooking purposes. 

Gasoline, which is now the only available fuel for the internal combustion engine, has more than doubled 
in price during the past few years, and since, owing to the largely increased use of this class of engines for 
farm work, the y ohm for gasoline Is rapidly exceeding the supply, the necessity forsecuring a cheap, satis- 
factory and permanent supply of fuel has become a very serious question. 

Alcohol, distilled from corn and other farm products, which has been rendered undrinkable by the ad- 
mixture of some poisonous substance, is the only fuel which meets all these conditions, A fire started with 
\icohol is one of the easiest to extinguish, owing to the fact that it mixes freely with water. Alcohol is clean, 
and free from disagreeable odor and danger of accidental explosion, and when burned with an incandescent 
mantie, gives a brilliant, steady, white ight. The alcohol lamp with mantle is simple and inexpensive, and 
would be cheaper than all other forms of lighting now in use on American farms if no tax was imposed on 
ndustrial alcohoi. 

‘he production of the enormous quantity of alcohol that would be used if the tax were removed, would 
create a new market for surplus crops of corn, potatoes, or the waste products of the beet and cane sugar in- 
dustries. etc. Tax-free alcoho! would give the farmers a sort of balance wheel by providing a market for 
crops not otherwise marketable, since a crop partly spoiled could be made the source of cheap alcohol for 
industrial purposes, and the loss to the farmers from low priced crops would be largely compensated for by 
the low cost of the alcohol fuel made therefrom. 

The revenue laws of all other commercial nations, including Great Britain, Germany, France, Austria 
Hungary, Italy, Belgium, Holland, tussia, Switzeriand, Norway, Sweden, Denmark, Cuba, Venezuela, Brazil, 
Argentine Republic, Chili and Peru provide that no tax shall be Imposed on alcohol intended for industrial 
purposes, and as the enactment of similar legislation would directly benefit every farmer in the United 
States, Congress should take such action at the earliest possible date,
